Gay Games Launched in NY: 
Thousands Compete, Celebrate

While it may be remem¬ 
bered as a slightly off year, 
due to Stonewall 25 looming 
this weekend, and the alterna¬ 
tive logistics, the annual Les¬ 
bian and Gay Freedom Day 
March and Celebration saw 
an estimated 300,000 people 
stepping outside under the 
bright sun, including specta¬ 
tors and participants, for a 
pleasant and diverse celebra¬ 
tion of lesbian, gay, bi, trans¬ 
gender and queer pride. 

“Of course the cops esti¬ 
mate half that,” said Parade 
Committee’s Ben Carlson of 
the debatable crowd num¬ 
bers. “It’s an annual ritual. 
They aim low. We aim, well, 
we like to say, accurately.” 

Carlson did admit, though, 
that the police and parade 
committee “are in agreement 
(on the lower turnout) be¬ 
cause a lot of folks have gone 
east for Gay Games and 
Stonewall, or spent Father’s 
Day at home. Possibly the 
smaller celebration site kept 
some people away.” 

Construction at both the 
Civic Center and the Embar- 
cadero inconveniently left the 
stage and booth areas in a 
less than scenic group of 
parking lots and blocked off 
streets between Folsom and 
Howard. 

Carlson expressed frustra¬ 
tion over the fact that many 
closed, completely empty 
parking lots lay wide open, 
while on the other side, peo-

A Virginia appellate court 
overruled a lower trial court 
on June 21 and returned 
Tyler Bottoms to the custody 
of his lesbian mother Sharon. 

The unanimous ruling of 
the Virginia Court of Appeals 
held that there was no evi¬ 
dence of abuse or neglect by 
Bottoms and that Bottoms’ 
homosexuality was not auto¬ 
matic cause for revocation of 
custody. 

Custody of the boy had 
been sought by Bottoms’ 
mother on the grounds that 
because Bottoms is a lesbian, 
the child would be raised in 
surroundings harmful to his 
psychosocial development. 

In rejecting the grandmoth¬ 
er’s plea, the court’s decision 
constitutes “irrevocable evi¬ 
dence” that a woman is not 
an unfit parent merely be¬ 
cause she is a lesbian, said 
Stephanie Smith, a program 
coordinator with San Francis¬ 


ple were crammed ten and 
twenty deep trying to get past 
trinket booths and busy food 
stands. 

Despite the cramped quar¬ 
ters, though, he was happy to 
report that there were “no 
major incidents, aside from a 
little nudity, drunkenness and 
sunburns.” No arrests were 
made. 

185 contingents, from 
marching bands to cable cars 
of gay seniors, to nude Radi¬ 
cal Faeries and the ubiquitous 
Women’s Motorcycle Contin¬ 
gent, marched this year. 

Parade costs totalled 
$325,000, the bulk of which is 
paid for by donations. 

When asked how people 
could donate after the event, 
Carlson admitted that “there 
is no mechanism for people to 
send checks. The way they 
get money is through vendors 
and sponsors, the largest of 
which is the City of San Fran¬ 
cisco Hotel and Tax Fund.” 

The parade bears the cost 
of cleanup, which this year to¬ 
talled $17,000. 

Extra police force pay¬ 
ments were smaller. “There’s 
a funny rule about that,” Carl¬ 
son said. “One group can only 
pay up to $2500 for a police 
staffing event, with the city 
bearing the rest of the cost.” 

Volunteer Coordinator 
Matt LeGrant said that this 
year’s Parade “had about 200 
volunteers working in several 
committees, the largest being 
working with safety. Other

co-based National Center For 
Lesbian Rights. 

“We’re ecstatic. Virginia 
has a history of discriminat¬ 
ing against all people, includ¬ 
ing lesbians. We’re glad to see 
that Sharon and Tyler are to¬ 
gether and really happy,” 
Smith told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Bottoms was defended by 
private counsel and the Vir¬ 
ginia Chapter of the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union 
NCLR headed the amicus 
team which provided the 
Court of Appeals with legal 
briefs on the matter written 
by constitutional scholars and 
legal advocates from around 
the country. 

Smith told the B.A.R. that 
the most frequent form of dis¬ 
crimination against lesbians 
was through child custody 
suits brought because the 
mother is gay. 

“I spoke with Sharon this 
morning. She was just ecstat-

The Big Apple heated up 
to welcome athletes and a 
worldwide audience as Gay 
Games IV hit Manhattan. 
Temperatures were in the 
nineties with humidity to 
match, but nothing on this 
planet could wilt the excite¬ 
ment and enthusiasm of the 
largest athletic competition in 
the world. 

Unbelievable as it may 
seem, we are just that. Take it 
from Steve Mundy, member 
of the Gay Games New York 
board of directors. Working 
at registration with a smile on 
his face for everyone, and un¬ 
deniable pride in his voice, he 
said, “It’s been a wonderful 
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experience. It’s been very 
hard work, it’s been very frus¬ 
trating at times, it’s a logistic 
nightmare. We are truly 
putting on the biggest sport¬ 
ing event the world has ever 
seen. It’s bigger than the 
Barcelona Olympics. We have 
11,000 athletes. In Barcelona 
they had 10,563.” 

Even the prestigious New 
York Times was impressed, 
devoting pages of copy to, as 
they describe it, “The largest 
and most welcomed gay and 
lesbian gathering in the city’s 
history.” They printed a com¬ 
plete schedule of all athletic 
competition, as well as arti¬ 
cles and an editorial support¬ 
ing the event. A full page list¬ 
ed cultural activities under 
the banner “Things to Do 
With a Gay Flavor.” 

With the tremendous re¬ 
sponsibility for such a “logis¬ 
tic nightmare” comes the 
question of enough volun¬ 
teers. Steve Mundy said, 
“We’re actually getting new 
volunteers all the time. In reg¬ 
istration when we worked out 
this process we estimated that 
we would need close to 1,500 
volunteers just to do this, and 
we were really worried about 
how we would find these peo¬ 
ple. Now, we have volunteers 
turning up at least two hours 
early for their shifts, and 
they’re fighting over the jobs. 
And when the shift changes, 
nobody wants to get up and 
leave, so it’s really encourag¬ 
ing.” 

As an athlete, registration 
is first on your agenda. If 
you’re not registered in time, 
you don’t get to take part in 
that momentous march into 
the stadium. But the first hur¬ 


dle after arriving in the city 
went off without a hitch. It all 
comes together at the Penn¬ 
sylvania Hotel across from 
Penn Station, where three or 
four floors are devoted to Gay 
Games. In one of the largest 
cities in the world, there are 
smiles and voices of encour¬ 
agement to start our week off. 

But that has been true ev¬ 
erywhere we go. From the 
New York City Police, also 
known as ‘‘New York’s 
Finest,” (who literally seem to 
be our honor guard), to peo¬ 
ple you meet that notice your 
Gay Games athletic emblems 
and wish you “Good Luck”, 
there seems to be an aura of 
appreciation for the fact that 
we’re here. 

When we arrived at Wien 
Stadium at Columbia Univer¬ 
sity, there were hundreds of 
police on hand to guide us 
from the subway into the sta¬ 
dium. They were polite, ex¬ 
tremely friendly, and gave 
great interviews. Gay Games 
volunteers were everywhere, 
directing wandering athletes 
and generally looking pleased 
to take such an official part in 
this special event. 

The teams were particular¬ 
ly spectacular this year — 
Boston in blue, with their 
multi-colored pom-poms; Dal¬ 
las in trim white shirts and 
standout Stetson hats; and the 
Australians, who always seem 
to be able to dress alike, and 
wave those bush hats in greet¬ 
ing. But the best costume 
award goes to Amsterdam, 
site of the 1998 Gay Games, 
and their team, who appeared 
with bright orange umbrellas 
topped by orange balloons.

Condom Resolution Passes

The San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors has passed a 
June 20 resolution urging po¬ 
lice to stop destroying or 
keeping condoms found in 
the possession of prostitutes. 

The resolution by Supervi¬ 
sor Terence Hallinan also 
calls on District Attorney 
Arlo Smith to not use con¬ 
doms found on suspects as ev¬ 
idence of prostitution-related 
offenses. 

The resolution is support¬ 
ed by Mayor Jordan, State 
Senator Milton Marks, San 
Francisco Department of 
Public Health Director Dr. 
Sandra Hernandez and The 
San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion. 

“Mayor Jordan supports 
the resolution and agrees that 
the public health concerns su¬ 
percede the other concerns of 
the District Attorney’s office,” 
said Jordan spokesperson 
Robert Oakes. 

Although SF police are no 
longer allowed to confiscate 
condoms taken from prosti¬ 
tutes, police officers do often 


ask suspects in undercover so- 
licitation-for-prostitution ar¬ 
rests whether they plan on us¬ 
ing condoms during a pro¬ 
posed sex act. 

An affirmative reply is 
used in court as evidence, 
along with a photocopy of 
any condoms in the suspect’s 
possession to support the 
prostitution arrest, according 
to Teri Goodson of the Sex- 
work and Pornography Task 
Force of the SF Chapter of 
the National Organization of 
Women. 

Hernandez has criticized 
the policy saying that using 
condoms as evidence to pros¬ 
ecute prostitutes discourages 
condom use and said the pub¬ 
lic health consequences “are 
alarming.” 

“The District Attorney’s 
practice is in direct conflict 
with sound public health pol¬ 
icy,” Hernandez said in a let¬ 
ter to Mayor Jordan. 

Senator Milton Marks has 
also expressed concern about 
the practice, said Marks 
spokesperson Carol Stewart. 

“Anything which discour¬ 
ages condom use ought not to 


be public policy, particularly 
in San Francisco,” Marks said 
in a letter to Smith. 

Marks also noted that since 
Smith’s office began using 
condoms as evidence, AIDS 
prevention and education out¬ 
reach workers report that 
prostitutes have become re¬ 
luctant to take them because 
they will be used as evidence 
if they are arrested. 

“This isn’t just good news, 
it’s fabulous news,” said 
SFAF spokesperson Dave 
Ford. “We applaud Supervi¬ 
sor Hallinan for this legisla¬ 
tion which will bring about a 
long overdue policy change. 
We’re extremely pleased that 
Mayor Jordan will sign the 
resolution. We encourage the 
District Attorney to immedi¬ 
ately adopt the policy of the 
resolution,” Ford said. 

Smith declined to com¬ 
ment on the resolution to the 
Bay Area Reporter, because 
the matter “is under review 
by his office.” The resolution 
was also supported by prosti¬ 
tute rights groups and the 
San Francisco Bar Associa¬ 
tion. T 


Domestic Partners Battle Rages On

Sacramento, CA — Be¬ 
cause of the brutal battle in 
the State Senate Judiciary 
Committee Tuesday, June 21, 
AB 2810, the Domestic Part¬ 
ner Registration bill’s author, 
Assemblymember Richard 
Katz, D- Los Angeles, is urg¬ 
ing everyone to write a letter 
or postcard to their State Sen¬ 
ator. 

The hearing, which was 
supposed to occur sometime 
after one in the afternoon, did 
not end until 11pm, when the 
bill passed, out of committee, 
by a vote of 7—3. 

Laurie McBride, Executive 
Director of the L.I.F.E. AIDS 
Lobby which sponsored the 
bill agrees. “Even though 
we’re very optimistic about 
AB 2810’s passage, rather 
than target a few senators in 


one committee, it’s really im¬ 
portant to contact all the 
State Senators. Even if you 
know your Senator is voting 
for the bill — write to him or 
her anyway — remember: 
never take a yes vote for 
granted, and never let a yes 
vote go unthanked,” she said. 

According to McBride, un¬ 
less members of the affected 
communities make their pres¬ 
ence known to their legisla¬ 
tors, it simply allows them to 
go on believing that no un¬ 
married partners live in their 
districts. 

“Every State Senator has 
constituents who would bene¬ 
fit from AB 2810’s provisions 
— and those Senators need to 
hear it from you,” McBride 
said. 

The bill will establish a 
statewide registry for domes¬ 
tic partners, add domestic 
partners to the definition used 


by health facilities for imme¬ 
diate family status, and 
amend the state probate code 
concerning all aspects of con¬ 
servatorships to include do¬ 
mestic partners. 

McBride and Katz are 
stressing that even if your 
Senator is in agreement with 
the bill, contact him or her 
anyway. “Every letter or post¬ 
card that’s written will help 
make passage of the bill more 
certain,” McBride told B.A.R. 

The bill will follow the fa¬ 
miliar path which processes 
all legislation - they go to a 
policy committee, then a fis¬ 
cal committee and then to the 
Floor in each house. In this 
case, AB 2810 now moves 
from the policy-making Sen¬ 
ate Judiciary Committee to 
the fiscal Senate Appropria¬ 
tions Committee, and then to 
the Senate Floor. T

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Gay Christians to Protest Peacefully in NY

Lesbians and gays Chris¬ 
tians in New York City for 
Stonewall 25 festivities will 
hold a peaceful lunch hour 
protest at NYC’s Interchurch 
Center at 475 Riverside 
Drive. 

“Hands Around the God 
Box,” is sponsored by the 
Universal Fellowship of 
Metropolitan Community 
Churches, a largely lesbian 
and gay denomination and 
lesbian and gay caucuses and 
within nine other Christian 
denominations. 

After a brief religious ser¬ 
vice, protesters will form a 
human chain around the 
building, which is home to 
The National Council of 


Churches of Christ, the US 
Office of the World Council 
of Churches and other office 
representing major American 
Christian denominations. 

The NCCC has consistent¬ 
ly rejected MCC’s application 
for members—and most ma¬ 
jor Christian denominations 
reject gay and lesbians as or¬ 
dained ministers—and refuse 
to sanction committment cer¬ 
emonies for same sex couples. 

Protesters linked by a 
“rainbow rope” will silently 
pray and mediate once the 
building has been encircled 
for one hour. After the for¬ 
mal protest ends, small 
groups of protesters will at¬ 
tempt to meet with church - 
affiliated agencies housed in 
the building. 


Co-sponsors of the protest 
range from Lutherans Con¬ 
cerned/North America to Ax- 
ios: Eastern and Orthodox 
Christian Gay Men And 
Women and Gay Baptist, 
Presbyterian, Unitarian and 
other groups. 

A day after the protest on 
Saturday, June 25 Lesbian 
and Gay Christians will gath¬ 
er at Lincoln Center’s Alice 
Tully Hall at 7:30 p.m. for a 
worship service featuring gay 
activist and MCC founder 
The Rev. Troy Perry. 

Representatives from nu¬ 
merous gay Christian groups 
including Dignity/USA and 
Unity Fellowship Movement 
will also participate in the ser¬

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AIDS Activist Mike Shriver 
Appointed to Health Commission

One year after Mayor 
Frank Jordan ordered AIDS 
activist Mike Shriver arrested 
when protesters briefly occu¬ 
pied Jordan’s outer office in a 
protest over health budget 
cuts, Jordan has appointed 
Shriver to the San Francisco 
Health Commission. Shriver, 
32, the director of Mobiliza¬ 
tion Against AIDS, is well 
known in local and national 
AIDS advocacy and public 
health circles. 

“Mayor Jordan appointed 
Mike Shriver to the post be¬ 
cause he believes that it’s im¬ 
portant that the HIV-infected 
and affected community be 
represented on the Health 
Commission,” said Robert 
Oakes, Jordan’s liaison to the 
lesbian and gay community. 

“Mike Shriver has an ex¬ 
cellent background and na¬ 
tional prominence on the is¬ 
sues and will be an effective 
advocate for the community,” 
Oakes told the B.A.R. 

“I’m really honored,” 
Shriver said. “This is Jim Fos¬ 
ter’s seat. This is Pierre Lud- 
ington’s seat. Mayor Jordan 
has honored the fact that we 
have held that an openly gay 
HIV-infected man has a place 
on the Commission. I’m actu¬ 
ally flabbergasted to be the 
person he chose.” 

Shriver is also well known 
on Capitol Hill as an effective 
AIDS advocate and lobbyist, 
and is highly regarded among 
federal legislators and Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human 
Service officials. Shriver

played a key role in sucessful- 
ly obtaining $45 million in 
federal Ryan White funding 
for local AIDS care last year. 

“My priorities as a Com 
missioner will be very clear. I 
understand the mental health 
and substance abuse and HIV 
issues of gay men, and I un¬ 
derstand the issues of gay 
youth. The health of my com¬ 
munity is what all of my ac¬ 
tivism has been about,” Shriv¬ 
er said. 

Shriver declined to com¬ 
ment directly on Health De¬ 
partment issues, including 
possible budget cuts pending 
a briefing by Health Depart¬ 
ment Director Dr. Sandra 
Hernandez. 

Arrested several times for 
AIDS activism, including the 
controversial 1989 blockade of 
the Golden Gate Bridge and 


again during the October 6th 
1989 Castro Street police con¬ 
frontation with protesters, 
Shriver was diagnosed with 
HIV the same year. 

“There were no political 
deals. This isn’t about person¬ 
alities. That says something 
about the Mayor. I met with 
him and laid out my priori¬ 
ties. I really honestly believe 
that this is about effecting 
better change for my commu¬ 
nity. I have an ethical respon¬ 
sibility to serve my communi¬ 
ty. I expect the community to 
tell me if if I do not do a good 
job,” he said. 

Shriver joins lesbian 
Health Commissioner Melin¬ 
da Paras as the second openly 
gay or lesbian person on the 
seven-person Commission. 

“Mike will be a good addi¬ 
tion to the Commission,” 
Paras said. “He’s a good advo¬ 
cate for people with HIV and 
AIDS, but he’s also a good ad¬ 
vocate for public health care 
and for poor people’s health 
care. He has a great capacity 
for understanding the com¬ 
plex issues facing the public 
health care delivery system.” 

Shriver, a graduate of the 
University of Notre Dame, is 
a member of the Board of Di¬ 
rectors of the American Foun¬ 
dation For AIDS Research. 
He also sits on The San Fran¬ 
cisco Ryan White Planning 
Council and the Greater Bay 
Area HIV Prevention Work¬ 
ing Group. 

Shriver will be sworn in 
by Mayor Jordan at city Hall 
on Wednesday, June 29, at 
10:30a.m. ▼ 


Our Survey Says: Six Percent 
Are Queer, and Not That Rich

Six percent of consumers 
in a recent poll indicated that 
they were lesbian or 
gay—and are not as fabu¬ 
lously wealthy as exaggerat¬ 
ed stereotype of homosexuals 
portray them. 

The poll of 2,500 con¬ 
sumers by Yankelovich Part¬ 
ners was a survey of con¬ 
sumer attitudes, which also 
asked participants to identify 
their sexual orientation. 

5.7 of those surveyed indi¬ 
cated that they were gay. 

According to the 
Yankelovich survey, the gay 
men in the survey had a me¬ 
dian household income of 
$37,500 a year and the les¬ 
bians surveyed had median 
incomes of $34,800 or $2,000 a 
year less for gay men than 
straight men and $400 a year 
less for lesbians than straight 
women. 

The study also contradicts 
a study last year that estimat¬ 
ed the gay male population as 
low as one percent—follow¬ 
ing a poll which was not 
anonymous and asked partic¬ 
ipants for personal identifying 
information. 

Gay rights advocates have 
often estimated that homosex¬ 
uals may make up about ten 
percent of the population. 

“Well, that’s certainly more 
encouraging than the last two 


studies,” said Carlos Stel- 
mach, editor of Ten Percent, 
a 75,000 circulation monthly 
lesbian and gay magazine. 
“We’ve always said it’s not 
the quantity, it’s the quality 
that counts.” 

Although Stelmach cau¬ 
tioned against interpreting 
the Yankelovich results as a 
definitive national picture of 
lesbian and gay consumers, 
he said the results would be 
useful in countering claims of 
the religious right. 

“In that sense it’s valuable 
information. On the advertis¬ 
ing side we like to able to 
say that we have a lot of mon¬ 
ey to spend. Our own studies 
indicate that we have much 
higher levels of disposable in¬ 
come and that we have much 
much higher levels of educa¬ 


tion,” Stelmach said. 

Accurate statistics about 
the numbers of lesbians and 
gays in the population are go¬ 
ing to be hard to come by be¬ 
cause people still live in the 
closet and hide their sexual 
orientations on the job be¬ 
cause of anti gay prejudice, 
supervisor Susan Leal told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

“One of the largest em¬ 
ployers in the country dis¬ 
criminates against lesbians 
and and that’s the US mili¬ 
tary. I think that until people 
are assured that they will not 
be discriminated against be¬ 
cause of their sexual orienta¬ 
tion, not every one will come 
of the closet in a survey of 
consumers taken in a shop¬ 
ping mall or wherever,” Leal 
said. Y

Gay & Lesbian Americans Sue 
Mayor Guiliani for 5th Avenue

NEW YORK — A gay or¬ 
ganization said Tuesday that 
it is suing New York City for 
a permit to march up Fifth 
Avenue to mark the 25th an¬ 
niversary of the historic 
Stonewall rebellion. 

Gay & Lesbian Americans 
announced the lawsuit at a 
news conference in Green¬ 
wich Village’s Stonewall Inn, 
a gay bar where neighbor¬ 
hood complaints in 1969 led 
to a police raid, a violent con¬ 
frontation and rioting in the 
streets. 

At the news conference, 
members of Gay & Lesbian 
Americans of New York City 
accused the mayor of tram¬ 
pling on their constitutional 
right to commemorate the up¬ 
rising, considered by many to 
be the dawning of the mod¬ 
ern gay rights movement. 


The city rejected a permit 
by Gay 86 Lesbian Americans 
for a march this Sunday, 
starting from the Stonewall 
Inn, proceeding up Fifth Av¬ 
enue and ending at Central 
Park — a route used for nearly 
25 years for the Lesbian and 
Gay Pride March. 

In turning down the re¬ 
quest by Gay 86 Lesbian 
Americans, Deputy Mayor 
Fran Reiter cited a permit 
granted to Stonewall 25 for a 
march along First Avenue, 
past the United Nations, also 
ending in Central Park. 

But Norman Siegel, execu¬ 
tive director of the New York 
Civil Liberties Union, repre¬ 
senting Gay 8s Lesbian Amer¬ 
icans, said the group “has a 
First Amendment right to 
have a separate and distinct 
march. GLA and its message 
should not be subsumed with 
the march by Stonewall 25 at 
the U.N.’’

NAPWA Gets Wellcome Cash 

The National Association of People With AIDS has an¬ 
nounced that it received a $30,000 grant from AZT and other 
AIDS pharmaceuticals giant Burroughs-Wellcome. The cash 
will be used to help NAPWA market a “Business Response to 
AIDS National Speakers Bureau.” The bureau, according to a 
June 13 NAPWA press release, is comprised of people with or 
affected by HIV and will assist companies to “educate and in¬ 
form” their employees about HIV/AIDS in the workplace is¬ 
sues. NAPWA said the grant “underscores the impact that 
partnerships between private and public groups can have in 
educating people about HIV.” Through individual speakers the 
bureau brings the personal experiences of people living with 
or affected by HIV to business, education, labor and govern¬ 
ment groups, helping them develop policies for their workers 
affected by HIV.

Grants for Writers With HIV & AIDS 

PEN Center USA West has announced the next cycle of its 
grant program for writers with HIV/AIDS. The program was 
established in 1993 in response to the devastation wrought by 
the disease on the literary community.

We Thought Elvis Was King 

An estimated 10,000 people are expected to attend the March 
For Jesus on June 25 in San Francisco. The revival campaign in¬ 
cludes plans for the group to assemble at 9:30 p.m at Justin Her¬ 
man Plaza at the foot of Market Street next to the Embarcadero. 
The group will march from the Plaza up Market Street to the 
Civic Center Plaza and will hold a Concert of Prayer at Center 
Center Plaza at 12 noon. Lesbian and gay and AIDS activists are 
expected to be on hand to greet the fundamentalists at the public 
event. 

The event is dubbed “A Day To Change The World” and or¬ 
ganizers hope to draw an estimated 10 million people in 500 US 
cities and 170 nations to the event which proclaims “Jesus Is 
King.” 

Queer Rights Rally 

UC Berkeley student activists have invited “queer people from 
all over the Bay Area” to attend a noon Protest For Equal Rights 
For Queer People on June 24 at the Sproul Hall entrance to the 
UC Berkeley campus at Telegraph and Bancroft. Speakers from 
several Bay Area will be on hand and Gustavo Ramirez will also 
give a dramatic poetry performance of his work “Holy War.” For 
more information contact Ramirez at (510) 568-9010. 


Gay 86 Lesbian Americans 
downplayed any rift between 
the two groups, noting that 
Stonewall 25 wants to focus 
on international gay rights, 
while they want to highlight 
the actual uprising. 

John O’Brien, one of the 
protesters who barricaded in¬ 
side the Stonewall Inn while 
police massed outside in 1969, 
charged Mayor Rudolph Guil¬ 
iani with caving into New 
York Cardinal John O’Connor 
to keep homosexuals off Fifth 
Avenue and away from St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral. 

“We’re not in conflict with 
the U.N. march. We are unit¬ 
ed,” O’Brien said. “The prob¬ 
lem is the mayor.” 

But a spokeswoman for 
O’Connor said the cardinal, 
who has an adversarial rela¬ 
tionship with many gay 
groups, didn’t oppose the 
march. “The cardinal has 
nothing to do with people’s 
freedom of expression,” said 
the spokeswoman. 

And a Guiliani spokesman 
said the only criteria was lo¬ 
gistics. “There were two sep¬ 
arate groups that wanted to 
parade, and that’s never been 
allowed.” 

The parties are due back 
in Manhattan federal coi.it 
Thursday for a hearing. If the 
judge rules against a second 
protest, several groups, in¬ 
cluding the AIDS activist or¬ 
ganization ACT UP, plan to 
march anyway. V

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Coasting Down the River Niche 

In World and Time Enough, one of the most popular en¬ 
tries in this year’s Gay and Lesbian Film Festival, the film’s 
hero, an angry, HIV-positive artist, donned one of his hand- 
painted confrontational T-shirts. The audience hooted in appre¬ 
ciation as they read the phrase: 

“I AM NOT A TARGET MARKET.” 

If only that were so. 

Dredging through the increasing pile of warring gay tele¬ 
phone hookups, temporary tattoo catalogs and do-it-yourself 
AIDS kits, it seems that we’ve been cornered via sold mailing 
lists, and our search for equality has been sold down the River 
Niche. 

Of course, we are in the midst of the largest, grandest 
bunch of queer celebrations ever, so it should be excusable that 
we are being marauded by hucksters, most of them our own 
folk, eager to grab every one of our supposed disposable dol¬ 
lars. We’re ass-high in souvenirs, but we still can’t have sex in 
23 states without risking a felony. We still can’t get married. 
We still get pummeled for wearing drag in the wrong neigh¬ 
borhoods. We still get shot on Castro Street. 

If an ounce of this product glut could help, then perhaps it 
could be appreciated. But as June 28, the anniversary of Stop- 
newall, approaches, it is with trepidation that we will step out 
onto the streets of New York, having left the business of pro¬ 
ducing this gargantuan event in some questionably capable 
hands. At press time, Gay and Lesbian Americans is suing the 
Guiliani administration to march up New York City’s Fifth Av¬ 
enue. This is what it takes to get our rights. 

We live in a litigious society. It will take lawsuit after law¬ 
suit to undo the “Don’t Ask” bunglings of Bubba Clinton. It 
will take more lawsuits for people like Sharon Bottoms to 
raise their own children. It will take even more lawsuits to win 
the right for marriage, employment, and the right to fuck in 
Biloxi or Des Moines. No amount of Freedom Rings or pink 
triangle tea cozies will give us these rights. 

In celebrating Stonewall, and you should, even though we 
had our pride celebration last weekend, remember to harangue 
ESPN and all the other networks to cover the Gay Games. De¬ 
mand representation. “We have a right to see ourselves reflect¬ 
ed in the culture,” said Grand Marshal Armistead Maupin. De¬ 
mand representation in all its variety, not just the slick, fabu¬ 
lous, gym-toned, non-kissing stereotype the networks dole out 
on Melrose Place. Do you know anyone who lives there? 

Demand a reality check from your lesbian and gay leaders. 
Demand to know why gay benefits are being thrown on war¬ 
ships that refuse to employ queers. One of the benefits, for the 
bloated AmFAR, will take place on the Intrepid. AmFAR is 
the same group that almost had a benefit screening of Basic 
Instinct. The Stonewall reality check is way overdue. 

As Sidney Brinkley reports, African Americans are reclaim¬ 
ing their pivotal part in the Stonewall riots. Not only were 
black and Puerto Rican gays for years excluded from having 
a voice in previous anniversaries, but only recently, the 
Stonewall 25 committee wanted to exclude drag queens from 
the march. 

Drag queens and people of color ARE Stonewall. You may 
not see them in your pile of target market catalogs and sub¬ 
scription deals, but then why should gays be excluded from 
the pernicious habit of revisionism? 

Think about these things as you celebrate these long, 
painful, angry, joyous 25 years. Remember that it was rebel¬ 
lion, dissent and anger which got us here, not a subcommittee, 
not a refrigerator magnet, not a button. 

When all the hoopla is over, and all the attention dies down, 
we will still be facing rapids and falls on our sail down the 
River Niche. We will have partied, and been glad, but all the 
while, our foes, busy as termites, will be writing, phoning and 
legislating to silence us, as the Nazis so efficiently did sixty 
years ago on June 28. Yes, before they went after the Jews, 
they rounded up the faggots and turned them into ashes, and 
there were no memorial beach towels for that event. 

Be even more vocal after the anniversary. Be even more gay 
and lesbian, and bisexual, and transgender, after the party. 
Take every ounce of pride with you June 28, and afterward. 

Sail on, and wear a life preserver. ▼

Remember Past Failures and Successes 


Heading for this year’s gay gathering, it’s 
important to remember the 1993 March on 
Washington. Not for our successes there, but 
for our failure. What seemed to be a golden op¬ 
portunity to change the world — at least, at the 
start of that event — turned out to be all but 
meaningless a week after it was over. Sure, 
lots of people from around the country got a 
good vacation; lots of D.C. merchants unloaded 
a bunch of inventory; and some religious fanat¬ 
ics got some parade footage that they have 
turned into a cash cow, so it was of value to 
some, but it sure didn’t change our 
world. 

A year later, a million lesbians and 
gays will convene to make their pres¬ 
ence felt again, and let’s hope it will 
have more effect this time. It should. 

We have much more to be angry about 
this year, since we are clearly not hon¬ 
eymooning with the president any 
longer. We lost the battle for equality in 
the military; we are being openly demo¬ 
nized by powerful politicians from both 
parties, and by the people who fund 
them and deliver their marching orders; 
we are fighting at dozens of polls sim¬ 
ply for the right to hold jobs and rent 
shelter — in America, in the 20th centu¬ 
ry! 

We can not deceive ourselves into 
thinking Clinton will save us, nor that 
any other leader can or will. We must 
save ourselves. 

No, we must save each other. Stand¬ 
ing alone, anyone can be shouted down. To¬ 
gether, we can shout back. 

Everyone who marches this weekend adds 
exponentially to the voice that cried out so ur¬ 
gently for equality 25 years ago it could not be 
ignored. If ballot box bigotry, televangelists’ 
verbal gay-bashing, and other religious wrongs 
of the right signify an anti-progressive back¬ 
lash, we can demonstrate an emerging anti¬ 
backlash backlash. Row upon row, column af¬ 
ter column, the gay men and lesbian women 
and bisexuals and transgenders and friends 
who march and protest can create a roar far 



stronger than any opposition’s. 

What we say with that voice is, of course, 
the important thing. And what we hope will be 
said is that we hold these truths to be self-ev¬ 
ident: that all people are created equal, with 
the inalienable right to life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness. Those precepts are sim 
ply the sentiments of the original founders of 
this democracy 218 years ago, and of the brave 
men and women who have died for them, and 
of the original Stonewall rioters 25 years ago, 
and of those of us who will be adding to this 
commemorative march, whether in 
flesh or in spirit. 

Life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap¬ 
piness. Life without fear of random at¬ 
tacks, or of our murders being dis¬ 
missed over “homosexual panic defens¬ 
es.” Liberty, to the extent we can work 
and come home to families and secure 
homes like anyone else without fear 
that some neighbor/co-worker/land 
lord/busybody’s irrational bigotries will 
destroy our tranquility. And the pursuit 
of happiness, whatever that may mean 
to each individual person. 

In America we have those rights. 
Not because Thomas Jefferson said so; 
in fact, by saying they were self-evident 
and inalienable he acknowledged the 
reverse. They exist for you simply be¬ 
cause you are a human being, the same 
way marsupials have a “right” to hold 
their babies in pouches or birds have 
“right” to fly. They are self-evident. No¬ 
body—whether Christian, Caucasian, heterosex¬ 
ual, or rich — gets to decide who else can be en¬ 
dowed by rights. They are inalienable. But 
they are not cheap, and for now they can’t be 
fully exercised without fighting for them. 

Our rights have been held hostage long 
enough. We must take them back. This week¬ 
end can be a great vacation, but perhaps it can 
be even better than that. Let us take on the re¬ 
sponsibility we abrogated during the Washing¬ 
ton march, to carry on the fierce battle waged 
at the Stonewall. Let us be heard. Let freedom 
ring. Let us change the world. ▼

Amending A Statute 
To Protect the Statue 

As a Stanford alumnus and local gay rights attor¬ 
ney, I too am outraged at the vandalism of the Gay 
Liberation Statue. However, your recent article fail¬ 
ed to adequately explain why a hate crime was not 
charged by the Santa Clara County District Attorney’s 
office. 

A close look at the statute with the relevant part is 
submitted: 

-422.6. Interference with the exercise of civil 
rights, damaging property,... 

(b) No person, whether or not acting under color of 
law, shall knowingly deface, damage, or destroy the 
real or personal property of any other person for 
the purpose of intimidating or interfering with the 
free exercise or enjoyment of any right or privilege 
secured to the other person by the Constitution or 
laws of this state or by the constitution or laws of the 
United States, because of the other person’s race, col¬ 
or, religion, ancestry, national origin, disability, 
gender or sexual orientation. 


-Aggravating factors for punishment * 

...any crime which is not made punishable by im¬ 
prisonment the state prison shall be punishable by im¬ 
prisonment in the state prison or in a county jail... if 
the crime is committed against the person or prop¬ 
erty of another for the purpose of intimidating 
or interfering with that other person's free ex¬ 
ercise or enjoyment of any right secured to him by the 
Constitution or laws of this state or by the Constitu¬ 
tion or laws of the United States and because of the 
other person’s race, color, religion, ancestry, national 
origin, disability, gender or sexual orientation,... 

The problem is, that the property damaged must 
belong to another person. If the Stanford statue were 
owned by a person, a hate crime could be charged. Un¬ 
fortunately, it is owned by the University, so no hate 
crime can be charged. 

All that is needed is to add the words “group, insti¬ 
tution or organization” after the word “person” and 
then all property regardless of who owns it will be 
covered. 

In other words, the statute must be amended by the 
Legislature. 

The Office of the Santa Clara County District At¬ 
torney supports this legislative change. I urge you and 
all persons who share our outrage to take up this cause 
and see to it that the change is made.

For best results and the most weight, send “glossy” 
magazine paper, assuring that any identifying info is 
not on the paper you enclose or on the envelope. I 
would suggest NOT sending gay material as it will just 


add to the ammo they use against us. 

The 700 Club airs twice each weekday on the 
Family Channel, once daily on the Trinity Broad¬ 
casting Network (TBN) and at various times on many 
regular over-the-air tv stations. The 800 number is 
open weekdays from 8:30 am to midnight and on 
Saturdays from 8:30 am to 1:30 pm (Eastern Time).

Lost vision does not return, 
but early diagnosis by an Ophthalmologist (MD) is 
critical. 

Should you see an increase in floaters or random 
flashes of light, get to a qualified opthalmologist that 
day or the next. 

If you notice gaps of blanks in your field of vision, 
the evil virus is already at work. There are treatments 
you must explore this week — not next week. CMV 
is systematic in most people and the serpent strikes 
about 25 per cent of those already afflicted with CMV 
elsewhere (like your gut). 

If the disease isn’t bad enough, there is currently 
pending in the California State Assembly, Bill 2020, 
which would require medical recipients to first see an 
optometrist (eye glass doctor) who would be authoriz¬ 
ed to diagnose and prescribe oral medications. Op¬ 
tometrists are not MD’s. They could not prescribe an¬ 
tivirals such as AZT, ddl, ddC and sulfa drugs for 
treatment. 

It is too risky to you to be potentially mis-diagnosed 
or delayed in getting immediate proper treatment for 
this or any other AIDS-related condition. 

Call Sen. Milton Marks and urge him to use his in¬ 
fluence against passage of AB 2020. The hearing is 
scheduled for Monday, June 27. Sorry for the short 
notice. Keep your eyes open! Vision loss or blindness 
is a permanent bummer and I want to have you see 
me at many future parades. Pass the word on to your 
friends and loved ones at risk.

GOP Hopefuls Look Toward '96 


W ith Bill Clinton’s 
popularity sag¬ 
ging in some ar¬ 
eas of the country 
and the president looking (to 
some political prognosticators 
anyway) somewhat more vul¬ 
nerable, Republican presiden¬ 
tial hopefuls have suddenly 
started chomping at the bit 
for their party’s 1996 nomina¬ 
tion. Leading the pack is Sen¬ 
ate Minority Leader Bob Dole 
of Kansas, considered by 
some to have the best shot at 
Clinton’s job. 

Dole, who will be 74 years 
old in 1996, is trying to play 
down the age factor, suggest¬ 
ing quietly that his “years of 
service in Washington” and

his “experience” somehow 
make him the most qualified 
among the GOP aspirants. 
Though Dole hasn’t officially 
announced that he’s in the 
race, he’s already laying the 
foundation for a campaign 
staff and building up a war 
chest. 

Stating that “you can’t wait 
until after the ’94 elections,” 
Dole is moving quietly to see 
if he actually has the support 
to gain the nomination. The 
senator is also trying to bol¬ 
ster his position as titular par¬ 
ty leader by talking a tougher 
game of late on healthy care 
and welfare reform, and pub¬ 
licly attacking Clinton’s for¬ 
eign policy leadership. He 
said last week: “If you’re mak¬ 
ing a list of people most like¬ 
ly to run, put me at the top.” 

Dan Quayle has been hit¬ 
ting the talk-show circuit, 
busily promoting his memoir, 
Standing Firm, and testing 
public reaction to a run. He 
says he’ll announce his deci¬ 
sion before the ’94 general 
elections. 

Former Education Secre¬ 
tary William Bennett is also 
busily selling a book while 
trying to build support among 
conservative Republicans. 
Former Defense Secretary 
Dick Cheney, ex-HUD Secre¬ 
tary and Congressman Jack 
Kemp, and Texas Senator 
Phil Gramm are busy, too, 
crisscrossing the country 
speaking on behalf of ’94 con¬ 
gressional candidates and 
racking up political IOUs. All 
three have political action 
committees raising money to 
support GOP candidates and 
pay their own travel expens¬ 
es. 

Former Labor Secretary 
Lynn Martin (the only expect¬ 
ed female candidate in the 
GOP presidential sweep- 
stakes), former New Jersey 
Governor Tom Kean (the 
most liberal of the known 
candidates) and homophobic 


columnist/commentator 
Patrick Buchanan are all con¬ 
sidered in the running as 
well. 

All of the previously men¬ 
tioned Republicans, plus a 
few others no doubt, will like¬ 
ly be in Des Moines this 
weekend when the Iowa GOP 
holds its famous straw poll, 
signaling the start of the ’96 
handicapping. While the 
straw poll will probably indi¬ 
cate who will be running for 
the Republicans, it is the 
Iowa state caucus, held in 
February, that is considered 
the first test of GOP presiden¬ 
tial strength. 

Popular General Colin 
Powell is toying with the idea 
of throwing his hat in the 
ring, while California Gover¬ 
nor Pete Wilson, Michigan 
Governor John Engler, Mas¬ 
sachusetts Governor William 
Weld and Wisconsin Gover¬ 
nor Tommy Thompson are 
also considered presidential 
possibilities. However, the 
governors must first get re¬ 
elected this November.

The loud applause 
for Jordan far outshone that 
for NYC Mayor Rudolph 
Guiliani. 

Speaking of applause, the 
loudest cheers from the large 
crowd at Sunday’s Lesbian 
Gay Freedom Day Parade 
went to Supervisors Carole 
Migden, Susan Leal, Kevin 
Shelley and Sue Bierman, 
and District Attorney Arlo 


Smith and supe candidate 
Tom Ammiano. Yours truly 
had the honor of marching in 
the parade with the gay and 
lesbian members of the Gold¬ 
en State Peace Officers Asso¬ 
ciation. And don’t ever tell 
me that gay and lesbian cops 
aren’t popular in this commu¬ 
nity. The great response had 
most of the officers dumb¬ 
founded but very grateful. 

Vermont has become the 
first state to offer health ben¬ 
efits to domestic partners of 
state workers. The newly 
signed pact with the employ¬ 
ees’ union provides unmar¬ 
ried heterosexual and homo¬ 
sexual partners with benefits 
now offered to spouses. Em¬ 
ployees must swear they’ve 
had “an exclusive and endur¬ 
ing relationship” for at least 
six months. 

Bad news for the GOP: 
Minnesota Republicans 
turned their backs on incum¬ 
bent GOP Governor Arne 
Carlson, a political moderate, 
at their state convention last 
week and gave their endorse¬ 
ment to former state legisla¬ 
tor Allen Quist. He’s an anti¬ 
gay conservative who’s an ad¬ 
vocate of ‘.‘traditional family 
values” and has the backing 
of religious social conserva¬ 
tives and fundamentalists. 
Last week the Texas GOP 
was taken over by the Chris¬ 
tian right, as the party of 
Eisenhower, Bush and Pete 
Wilson slowly but surely be¬ 
comes The God Party. 

Assemblywoman Jackie 
Speier of the 19th District 
(northern San Mateo County) 
couldn’t be much more popu¬ 
lar; she’s the nominee of both 
her Democratic Party and 
the Republican Party. No 
GOP candidate wanted to 
take her on. Are we talking 
real bipartisan support here 
or what? 

Openly lesbian LA Coun- 
cilwoman Jackie Goldberg 
was the only public official 
there with the guts to tell it 
like it is regarding the LA po¬ 
lice’s sloppy handling of the 
O.J. Simpson getaway caper. 
Talk about Keystone Cops! 
Los Angeles lead the way 
again, and watching Police 
Chief Willie Williams pathet¬ 
ically trying to explain the lat¬ 
est department foul-up was 
painful — no tail on a man sus¬ 
pected of a double homicide? 
“Special treatment” for this 
former football hero already 
convicted of a previous wife¬ 
beating attack? Councilwom- 
an Goldberg should see that 
“heads roll.”

San Fran¬ 
cisco was slowly emerging 
out of an early morning haze 
and shimmered in the dis¬ 
tance. We soared so graceful¬ 
ly that there were practically 
no reasons to cling, but I 
made up a few. Beneath us 
the water looked a clear blue. 
It was almost a pity when we 
reached Civic Center. 

Even at 9 am, the scene at 
the starting point for the 
Women’s Motorcycle Contin¬ 
gent was hectic. Organizers 
were frantically trying to get 
everybody in line and settled 
down for the long wait before 
the parade actually got under 
way. The place was teeming 


with motorcycles and women. 

The women at Pride 
seemed to be changing, or 
maybe I was looking at differ¬ 
ent women. A few years ago 
it was wall-to-wall short hair, 
jeans and white T-shirts. This 
year, there was still a good 
stock of leather women, but 
also perched on their bikes 
were women in short skirts 
and heels - and they weren’t 
clinging onto leather dykes, 
but to each other. 

It was sometimes hard to 
tell the tourists and the 
queers apart, especially when 
it came to the women. With 
such a flourishing of new 
identities, styles, and ways of 
living, the out women in the 
queer community really span 
the gamut from dyke daddy 
to k.d. lang look-alike, from 
lipstick to androgynous, from 
female to transgendered, and 
anything and everything out¬ 
side and in between. But I 
was a bit surprised and 
thrilled when I saw two wom¬ 
en who looked like they had 
escaped from a sorority, com¬ 
plete with bleached blond 
hair, lipstick and summer 
dresses, suddenly begin mak¬ 
ing out. 

My favorite costumes were 
a couple dressed for the twen¬ 
ties. One of them was wear¬ 
ing a tight white party dress 
with fringes, the other a very 
stylish suit. A close second 
was a woman in a T-shirt that 
hailed “Lesbian Labor,” with 
its motto “First we took your 
jobs, now we steal your wom¬ 
en.” But she striped it off to 
ride bare-chested through the 
parade. 

I tried to check out some 
of the other marchers but all 
I could see were rows and 
rows of dykes on bikes. The 
only other group in my sight 
was the bisexual contingent 
which was steadily growing 
in size. I spied Lani Kaahu- 
manu, the Grand Marshall of 
the Parade, and went over to 
greet her. She was in the 


midst of going over her 
speech, but enthusiastically 
began nudging me towards a 
slew of future projects she’s 
busily planning. It amazes me 
how many things she can 
have in her head at any one 
time. 

After an hour and a half of 
milling around, we finally got 
the signal to start our engines 
and get moving. Cathy turned 
around and snapped a leather 
collar around my neck, in¬ 
forming me she had original¬ 
ly bought it for her dog, but 
luckily it happened to fit both 
me and her Sheltie. She 
hooked on the leash and 
wrapped it around in her 
palm - the price for my fif¬ 
teen minutes of fame. 

And then we flew. Or, to 
be honest, we puttered, spurt¬ 
ed, stopped and puttered 
some more. But it seemed 
like flying - careening down 
Market Street on the back of 
a motorcycle, wearing very 
little clothes, holding onto a 
beautiful woman. 

The crowds cheered and 
waved frantically. Cathy was 
really getting into it, gunning 
the motor and showing off 
the leash. I didn’t think it 
could get any better, but then 
during a standstill, I spied my 
long-gone ex, waving at me 
enviously from the stands. I 
held on to Cathy just a little 
tighter. 

The two miles went by 
way too fast. Before we knew 
it, we were being herded into 
a parking space. It was time 
to cut the motor, pack up my 
stuff, and become just another 
pedestrian milling through 
the crowd. We watched the 
rest of the parade, marched 
with Cathy’s second contin¬ 
gent, the Asian Pacific Les¬ 
bian and Bisexual Network, 
and gorged ourselves on satay 
and knishes (only at parades 
can you mix cuisines so won¬ 
derfully). It was truly a per¬ 
fect day, and we still had the 
ride home ahead of us. ▼

ic. She’s beside herself that 
the court heard her pleas and 
granted her relief. She’s just 
thrilled,” said Cheryl Sena, a 
local lesbian lawyer and 
friend of Bottoms. 

Sena said that Bottoms de¬ 
cision will be noted by appel¬ 
late courts in other states and 
will influence decisions about 
pending and future custody 
cases. 

The lower trial court 
which granted custody to the 
grandmother was “profoundly 
homophobic,” Sena said. 

The grandmother has pre¬ 
viously said publicly that she 


would take the case all the 
way to the Supreme Court if 
she lost on appeal. 

According to Sena, the 
lower trial court decision was 
based on a Virginia rule that 
homosexual orientation of a 
parent in custody cases auto¬ 
matically rendered the parent 
unfit. 

“That was on the basis of 
status alone. No one is saying 
that if a court shows a lesbian 
is unfit as a parent that she 
should not be denied parental 
custody. But this was on sex¬ 
ual orientation only, not on a 
showing. That can’t happen. 
It’s a fundamental right that 
we have to be able to parent 
our own children,” Sena said. 

“I am happy for these two 
mothers. I have a lot of hope 


for lesbian and gay parents in 
this country that I did not 
have before,” author Phyllis 
Burke told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. Burke talked from 
Seattle, where she was in the 
middle of a tour for her book, 
Family Values, about her 
own struggle to keep her son. 
She has defended lesbian and 
gay rights to have children on 
talk shows and interviews for 
years. 

Burke said the original de¬ 
cision of the trial court to 
award Tyler’s custody to his 
grandmother was bizarre. 

“I thought it was odd for 
Judge Buford, or whatever his 
name was, to award the cus¬ 
tody to the grandmother. Af¬ 
ter all, she raised a lesbian 
daughter.” ▼

Retracing the Black Experience of Stonewall

Black gay male and lesbian 
history was the focus at the 
inaugural program of The 
African American Gay and 
Lesbian Studies Center 
(AAGLSC) June 18. Black per¬ 
spectives on the Stonewall 
Riot, the East Coast social 
club network and the invisi¬ 
bility of black gay life in San 
Francisco were among the 
topics discussed by a four-per¬ 
son panel. 

One of the major contro¬ 
versies surrounding the 
Stonewall riot is the inclusion 


of African American and 
Puerto Rican drag queens in 
that history. Since the night 
of the initial confrontation on 
June 27, 1969, eyewitness 
Charles Duncan says he has 
been trying to set the record 
straight. 

Duncan was a New York 
City college student at the 
time. He said he didn’t fre¬ 
quent the Stonewall, which 
he called “a dive,” but went 
there that night to look for 
his roommate. “Much to my 
chagrin, they were having a 
riot there,” he said.

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In the midst of the fight¬ 
ing, Duncan recognized a 
black drag queen that had 
been a childhood friend being 
savagely beaten by the police. 

“Being young and foolish I 
jumped in and tried to drag 
him away from the cops. That 
was my only reason for get¬ 
ting into it, but at that point I 
just seemed to be part of the 
melee. As it went I was fairly 
well beaten up by the cops 
too.” 

Duncan said he suffered 
broken knee caps, broken an¬ 
kles and a damaged spleen. 
He was taken to nearby Saint 
Vincent’s Hospital, where 
many of the injured were be¬ 
ing cared for. 

“The person I was trying 
to rescue was in even worse 
shape by the time she arrived 
at the hospital,” he said. 
“From the hospital ward you 
could hear the sirens scream¬ 
ing and screaming. Stonewall 
has grown into a gay libera¬ 
tion movement, but on that 
night it was a horrible, bloody 
battle.” 

A few weeks later Duncan 
said the first of many articles 
appeared that would “re¬ 
write” the history of 
Stonewall began to appear. 
One such article was written 
by Jim Oliver of Gay Activists 
Alliance (GAA), one of the po¬ 
litical organizations that 
sprung up in the wake of the 
riot. 

“He wrote an article for 
the Village Voice and was 
one of the first to define 
Stonewall as a [white] gay-in¬ 
spired and directed move¬ 
ment,” Duncan said. “I real¬ 
ized that much of African 
American history had been 
rewritten for the convenience 
of the powers that be, and I 
was not going to accept it. 

“At that time in New York 
there were four or five gay 
bars in the Village, and the 
same amount in Harlem and 
nothing in between. The 
African American and Puerto 
Rican drag queens from 
Harlem had started patroniz¬ 
ing the Stonewall and were 
there on the night of the riot. 

I wrote a letter to the Village 
Voice to set the record 
straight and had this four-is¬ 
sue battle going on with Jim 
Oliver. Finally I got a letter of 
apology in the Voice from 
him saying yes, there were 
people of color involved, but 
GAA’s position was un¬ 
changed.” 

Panelist Ernest Andrews 
of the National Task Force 
On AIDS Prevention is 
known for his African attire, 
but at the time of the riots, he 
was living in New York City 
and dressing in different garb. 
“I had a small part as a cho¬ 
rus dancer in the Jewel Box 
Review,” he told the audi¬ 
ence. 

Andrews framed the police 
raid on the Stonewall bar as 
the result of an ongoing racial 
struggle between blacks, 
Puerto Ricans, and white po¬ 
lice. 

“Bars were not people of 
color-friendly in the West Vil¬ 
lage at the time,” he said. 
“Blacks and Puerto Ricans 
went to the Stonewall be¬ 
cause they were not accepted 
at the other bars. The police 
were known for snatching 
blacks and Puerto Ricans off 
the streets, and they had raid¬ 
ed several underground bars, 
not because they were gay, 
but because they attracted 
blacks and Puerto Ricans. 
That was the initial issue for 



Stonewall.” 

Andrews noted the irony 
of the Stonewall riots when 
observing the gay community 
as it is today. 

“A friend who was a mem¬ 
ber of the Jewel Box Review 
commented how a racial 
struggle went on to become 
the hallmark of a movement 
that continues to discriminate 
against him, not just as a per¬ 
son of color but as a drag 
queen also.” 

The Stonewall riot was 
used as a reference point by 
the other panelists to recall 
black gay history in the 1960s 
and 1970s. 

John Teamer, the former

national co-chair of Black and 
White Men Together, talked 
about an aspect of black gay 
life that is little known out¬ 
side of the black gay commu¬ 
nity: the social club network. 

Teamer feels these organi 
zations, some of which date 
back to the early 1960s, were 
instrumental in the develop¬ 
ment of a black gay cultural 
identity. 

“On the East coast and in 
places such as Texas, there 
were these committees, such 
as The Atlanta Committee, 
The Philadelphia Committee. 
These were groups of black, 
gay, university-trained men 
that would have parties and 
give fabulous balls. People 
would come from all over to 
attend these balls.” 

In 1968, Teamer said he 
and five other gay men at At¬ 
lanta University got officially 
chartered as “Les Mystiques” 
and had a banquet that gave 
out university scholarships. 
“And I have pictures of us in 
our tuxedos and our drag,” he 
said. 

Gwen Craig, co-chair of 


Lesbians and Gays of African 
Descent for Democratic Ac¬ 
tion, said she was a college 
sophomore in Chicago at the 
time of the Stonewall riot. In 
the mid-1970s she moved to 
San Francisco where she be¬ 
came politically active in the 
white gay community. She 
would hold a number of top 
positions and be the first 
openly gay person to be ap¬ 
pointed to the Police Com¬ 
mission. But she said it wasn’t 
until 1980 that a distinct black 
gay identity evolved in San 
Francisco. 

“That was the year the late 
Pat Parker and several other 
black lesbians put on ‘Becom¬ 
ing Visible,’ the first black les¬ 
bian conference,” she said. “It 
was very successful and we 
thought we would see a real 
growth of that type of organi¬ 
zation, but it was not to hap¬ 
pen. The organization dissi¬ 
pated over the next two 
years.” 

In contrast to the title of 
the black lesbian conference, 
Teamer said the reality for 
most black gays in the city 
during the 1960s and ’70s 
was just the opposite. 

“Black gays were invisi¬ 
ble,” he said. “There were not 
a lot of us. If you were a so¬ 
cial animal, like I was, you 
hung out with straights or the 
white gay community. The 
Pendulum bar is a historic 
place for black gay men, be¬ 
cause that was where you 
would find the largest num¬ 
ber of black gays in the city. 
In the 1960s, North Beach had 
three gay bars that were mul¬ 
ticultural. Except for the 
Toolbox bar, you didn’t see 
black gay men South of Mar¬ 
ket. You learned where to go. 
You did the best you could.” 

AAGLSC founder Gil 
Gerald said the San Francisco 
event was the first of several 
to be held around the country 
documenting black gay and 
lesbian history. 

“This event has been three 
years in the making. We are 
going to be around a long 
time,” he said. Audience 
member Skye Ward, of 
ACHE, a black lesbian orga¬ 
nization, cautioned AAGLSC 
to maintain a broad scope. 

“When we start document¬ 
ing our history, we have to 
change lenses to view our dai¬ 
ly lives and not just the lives 
of those who are political 
leaders or political activists,” 
she said. “That is a very nar¬ 
row group. Black gay and les¬ 
bian heroes are those broth¬ 
ers and sisters that just sur¬ 
vive on a daily basis. That is 
what we need to zero in on.” ▼

Sissyfag for Mayor

The seemingly ubiquitous 
Luke Sissyfag is institutional¬ 
izing his AIDS activism by 
running for mayor of the na¬ 
tion’s capital, Sissyfag an¬ 
nounced on June 7 at a news 
conference at the National 
Press Club. 

He is “the only candidate 
for mayor who can serve as 
both mayor and first lady,’’ 
said Tom Kertes, campaign 
treasurer and “boyfriend’’ in 
introducing Sissyfag. 

The candidate, 20, was clad 
in a tailored navy pant suit. 
Large star shaped earrings 
studded with rhinestones ac¬ 
cented each lobe. The sober 
demeanor was in marked con¬ 
trast to campaign attire of the 
previous weekend, at Gay 
Pride Day festivities, when 
Sissyfag wore a gold lame 
sheath. Some had viewed that 
as being a tad overdressed for 
the hour of the day and the 
dusty field. 

“This campaign for mayor 
is not about a mayor who 
spends $14,000 of city money 
powdering her nose. This 
year’s campaign for mayor is 
not about a former mayor who 
puts powder up his nose,” 
were Sissyfag’s opening 
words. 

He was referring to the cur¬ 
rent mayor, Sharon Pratt Kel¬ 
ly, who has spent public funds 
for a make up artist while the 
city teeters on the brink of in¬ 
solvency, and Marion Barry, 
convicted of using cocaine 
while serving as the previous 
mayor. Both are candidates for 
the office. 

“My campaign for mayor is 
about winning on AIDS,” Sis¬ 
syfag said. He lambasted Kelly 
for running a grossly ineffec¬ 
tive AIDS program, calling it 
“a lot of hot air and not sub¬ 
stance.” 

On condom distribution 
program in schools: They 
“only reached 9 percent of the 
students,” while the rate of 
HIV infection in that group 
has increased by 900 percent. 

On needle exchange: Over 
the last two years Kelly’s pro¬ 
gram “had only reached 58 ad¬ 
dicts” of the estimated 4,000 
HIV-positive injection drug 
users in the city. 

On prisons: “The leading 
cause of death in DC’s prisons 
is AIDS.” He called Kelly’s 
condom distribution program 
in prisons “a total, absolute, 
100 percent failure.” 

He linked Kelly’s broken 
promises on AIDS to those of 
President Clinton. “I often 
wonder if it is because they 
are Democrats or if it is some¬ 
thing in the water that makes 
politicians in DC ignore 
AIDS.” 

Sissyfag’s solution is a five 
point program centered 
around appointment of an 
“AIDS Mussolini,” a special as¬ 
sistant to the mayor who is 
“more than an AIDS czar.” 

It seemed an unfortunate 
descriptive for the job title in 
light of the historic view of the 
dictator as rather a bumbler, 
coupled with the recent spate 
of anti-gay remarks by resur¬ 
gent neo-fascist politicians in 
Italy. 

"We will get rude." 

“We are not going to win 
this fight by being polite. We 
are not going to win this fight 
by being nice. We will get 
rude,” said Sissyfag. When 
pressed for specifics he would 
only say, “We will cause them

[the other candidates] enor¬ 
mous pain. We will be thorns 
in their sides if they do not 
commit to taking action on 
AIDS.” 

The visual image of the 
campaign — graphics, photos, 
advertising stickers, and other 
paraphernalia — is slick and 
impressive. Kertes estimates 
$3-4,000 has been spent to 
date. However, professionals 
who have reviewed the materi¬ 
als say the costs are likely 
higher, probably significantly 


Sissyfag said the money has 
come from “people that were 
supporting me as an AIDS ac¬ 
tivist for the last year, and a 
loan from me.” An initial fi¬ 
nancial report on income and 
expenditures must be filed on 
June 10 with the city’s Office 
of Campaign Finance. 

“The reaction at Pride was 
fabulous,” the candidate said. 
Other reports are not so posi¬ 
tive. 

Several individuals who 
have worked with the activist 
over the months reportedly 
are fed up with “the hissy fits” 
of “Miss Luke.” The sources 
were not willing to go on the 
record. They see it as “a star 
complex,” always there but 
mushrooming in the campaign 
environment. Some believe it 
intensified with Kertes’ recent 
return from Seattle after sev¬ 
eral months absence. 

They doubt Sissyfag can 
put together an organization, 
or retain or effectively use vol¬ 
unteers the campaign might 
attract. They note it’s the same 
pattern Sisgyfag has shown in 
the past. ▼

Although New York May¬ 
or Rudolph Guiliani was 
there, and was promptly 
booed by thousands, San 
Francisco Mayor Frank Jor¬ 
dan and his wife, Wendy 
Paskin, recieved cheers. 

The brightest part of the 
evening belonged to the sec¬ 
tion of the rainbow flag, 
which was carried into the 
ceremonies after dusk. It 
stretched from one end of the 
stadium to the other, shim¬ 
mering in multi-colored beau¬ 
ty under brilliant lights. 

An emotional evening was 
only the beginning of what 
will be a grueling week for 
athletes. The hot weather is 
intense and difficult for us 
San Franciscans to get used 
to after our air-conditioned 
city. 

I guess the first time is al¬ 
ways the best, because I re¬ 
member looking out over 
Kezar Stadium and experi¬ 
encing such tremendous joy 
at seeing so many happy faces 
filled with pride. 

When I competed in Van¬ 
couver for the first time in 
the 1,500k and 5,000k track 
and field events, I guess I 
didn’t know enough to be 
afraid. 

But as I looked over our 
Track and Field literature, I 
was cheered to read the 
words from organizer Mal¬ 
colm Jordan Robinson, who 


wrote, “If you don’t pick up a 
medal, we love yer anyways!” 

We have friends with 
AIDS who are now planning 
to be in Amsterdam for the 
Gay Games in 1998. It’s a 
goal, and goals can keep us 
alive. They can make us 
stronger when we use our 
bodies in sports. They have 
meaning when we support 
the best community in the 
world. Don’t ever be afraid to 
try, even if you’re not the 
greatest athlete. There will al¬ 
ways be someone better, but 
it doesn’t matter if you re¬ 
member the words of Dr. 
Tom Waddell, who started 
Gay Games: “Winning is do¬ 
ing your best.” 

Here’s what athletes and 
volunteers worldwide had to 
say: 

Chris, Gay Games New 
York volunteer (is not out be¬ 
cause of her credentials, but 
was willing to speak): “I just 
received a Naval scholarship 
to medical school. I am in¬ 
volved here today because it 
was time to do something for 
the community, and volun¬ 
teering has been a wonderful 
experience. This is the first 
time I’ve volunteered for a 
gay group and it’s scary and 
exciting, simultaneously. I 
think it’s time for the world 
to finally realize that there 
are people from all walks of 
life that need to come togeth¬ 
er in peace and unity and 
stop discrimination and prej¬ 
udice.” 


Maryeka Kloes, Amster¬ 
dam, Holland. Team has 33 
members. Tijgerdje. Means 
“Little Tiger.” Self-Defense 
group: “This is my first Gay 
Games. I wanted to go to the 
States, and I really like to be 
with so many gays. It’s very 
good, the weather, and it’s 
perfect. We come from a very 
cold and rainy climate in Am¬ 
sterdam.” 

Pat Bow, Denver, Colo. 
(197 team members) Billiards: 
“This is my first Games and 
I’m finally happy that I can go 
someplace that’s not preju¬ 
diced. I think the Gay Gajnes 
are wonderful. We’ve been ac¬ 
cepted everywhere. It’s the 
beginning of our legal battles, 
so it’s kind of nice to go 
someplace where they really 
don’t give a rat’s ass.” 

Karl Kreile, Berlin Team 
(120 men, 60 women): “I’m 
afraid because I will not be so 
good, but that we take part is 
most important.” 

Steffen, Amsterdam Team 
“I enjoyed the Frontrunners. 
We ran in Central Park and it 
was very good to start the 
Games. We love the organiza¬ 
tion (of the Games) because it 
functions so well and it’s 
great. In U.S.A. the gay move¬ 
ment is so strong they can do 
that. I hope they can do it in 
Amsterdam, too, because it’s 
a great thing. We have gay

sports in Berlin too, but they 
are smaller, so it’s in the fu¬ 
ture for us, I hope.” 


Leslie Apetz, Rochester, 
New York (30 Team Mem¬ 
bers), Bowling; “This is the 
first year that we have to 
come to the Games as an or¬ 
ganized team. We started in 
October of 1993 and were 
able to get some shirts, the 
banner, and the letterhead. 
We’re competing in half of 
the sports offered. It’s my 
first time doing bowling, but 
it’s not the bowling that’s im¬ 
portant.

California Percussion¬ 
ist with the Lesbian and Gay 
Bands of America: “Being at 
this event is important be¬ 
cause it’s a part of my lifestyle 
and it’s something that I’ve ad¬ 
vocated — gay rights and equal 
opportunity for all. Justice and 
equality are really what I’m 
here for, and to meet all the 
friends who I know from 
around the country. It’s a big 
family. I’m thrilled.” 


Gordon Price, Vancouver, 
Marathon, Running 22 years. 
This is his first marathon. He 
is openly gay and an elected 
representative who sits on the 
City Council: “It’s nice be able 
to come from a city that host¬ 
ed the Games and to a city 
that I really enjoy too, but 
with a sense of pride that you 
have about the Games. It’s 
magnificent to see this many 
people out, and out, and out 
indeed! Talk to me in a week 
and I’ll let you know! It feels 
very welcoming so far. I’ve 
been reading the NY Times 


and they’re beginning to cover 
it. That’s terrific, to get our 
message out to other people in 
sports — that competition isn’t 
everything. If that’s something 
that we can give back to the 
community, that’s going to be 
a real important message too.” 

Lois Pelligrino, Bowling, 
NY: “It feels very emotional 
for me. I’m sorry I didn’t bring 
my tissues because I feel I’ll be 
perspiring and crying at the 
same time. It’s such a wonder¬ 
ful celebration of our diversity 
and acceptance of one another. 
We’re excited about having 
our friends here to support us, 
and it’s just terrific.” 


Lokkie Poliak, Hackney, 
London Women’s Soccer 
Team called “The Amazons

That part 
of our lives is very important 
to us, but also we’re here to 
have fun and enter into the 
spirit of the Games as best we 
can. We’ve experienced lots of 
hospitality already, and every¬ 
body, as you can see, is really 
enjoying themselves.” 

Marcus Valera, SF, Track 
& Field: “I’m here because it 
was a dream of mine a long 
time ago. I’ve been in sports 
for almost 30 years, and I’ve al- 
wavs dreamt of being on a 
team of like-minded gay peo¬ 
ple. It means freedom. It 
means unity. It means that we, 
as people, really do exist in 
numbers. We’re a family. 
We’re all one.” 

James Basire, Sydney, Aus¬ 
tralia (200 team members): 
“The Gay Games means gay 
pride, a great achievement for 


all gay people around the 
world, a chance for the ath¬ 
letes to get together and actu¬ 
ally see how much sport is 
played among gay people 
around the world. It’s great to 
see. I’m very impressed to be 
here. I love New York City. 
It’s pretty amazing stuff.” 

Nancy Frost, SF, Track & 
Field: “It feels very good to be 
here, although it’s very hot. It 
doesn’t seem quite as well or¬ 
ganized as other Games, but 
the energy seems to be very 
high and very good. I think it’s 
really remarkable that all of us 
continue to stay focused on 
staying healthy and uniting 
our community as a whole.” 

Jan Normark, Denmark, 
Volleyball Team: “For me, it’s 
something that is unbelievable. 
I’m standing here with 11,000 
gays and lesbians. Today I was 
walking around, and gays and 
lesbians came all over the 
place. For me it’s more than 
amazing. I just can’t believe it. 
It’s a great feeling to be here, 
because I come from a small 
city and you don’t see them. 
But here they’re everywhere. 
We’ve been to Christopher 
Street and there are thousands 
of gays there, kissing and hold¬ 
ing hands and showing off that 
they are gays. For me, that’s a 
really great feeling.” 

Brigette Crenn, Paris, Bas¬ 
ketball (80 team members): 
“It’s important to me to meet 
everybody together, and to 
prove that we are a lot of gay 
people everywhere in the 
world, and we can do sports, 
we can do a lot of things to¬ 
gether. That’s a way to mani¬ 
fest unity and peace and a 
good way to show that we can 
do it, and that we are a com¬ 
munity of peace. It’s important 
to be here in America, because 
it’s the first time for us that 
we cross the sea. It’s very spe¬ 
cial for all of us. Gay Games is 
a community.” 

Lee Hughes, Boston, 
Triathlon (Almost 500 on the 
Boston Team): “I’m doing this 
for the health of it! I’ve been 
doing marathons for three 
years. My sister, who is also 
gay, got me into it and she is 
quite a competitor. This is my 
first Gay Games. What a great 
time! What a great day! It 
just really makes you feel 
much better about being who 
you are and what you are and 
sharing something in common. 
Typically we only have the op¬ 
portunity to meet in bars, so 
it’s nice to see something very 
healthy be a part of so many 
gay people’s lives.” ▼

Phyllis Burke: Author, teacher 
and lesbian mom redefines Family Values

Phyllis Burke is the author 
of Family Values; A Lesbian 
Mother’s Fight for Her Son, 
which is being released in pa¬ 
perback this month. The 
book chronicles Burke’s rela¬ 
tionship to her and her girl¬ 
friend’s son Jesse, and relates 
her struggle to legally adopt 
him. Burke is a professor in 
the Creative Writing Depart¬ 
ment at SF State and is cur¬ 
rently working on a new book 
Gender Shock. 


ST: Maybe you could start 
off by filing us in on what’s 
happened during the last 
three years, since Family 
Values initially came out? 

PB: It’s interesting because 
now that I’m about to start a 
second tour for the book, I 
am more prepared now for 
the questions. It was a very 
volatile tour last time, be¬ 
cause I got an awful lot of 
fundamentalist men on car 
phones on those call-in radio 
shows worried about their 
sperm. Were lesbians using 
the sperm of fundamentalist 
men, they wanted to know. 

I also didn’t really have it 
together for gender questions. 
It seems that most of America 
is most concerned about who 
is going to teach Jesse to be a 
man. They don’t seem so wor¬ 
ried about the girls, they say, 
“oh there are two women 
there . . .” They’re just more 
worried about the boys. Do 
you have male role models? 
they want to know. There are 
men in his life, they are gay 
men. Do they qualify? Are 
they man enough? I was get¬ 
ting a little feisty by this time. 
I know the fundamentalists 
don’t mean gay men, they 
mean straight men. Who is 
going to teach him to play 
baseball or softball, they ask. 
But I only know a handful of 
lesbians who don’t play base¬ 
ball or softball. 

This was the biggest prob¬ 
lem, after the idea that we 
would molest the children, or 
how dare we bring the child 


into the world. All I say is 
that it is a lot more difficult 
for a child to be saddled with 
intolerance that eats you alive 
from the inside out. I started 
thinking about what it is like 
inside the homes of lesbian 
and gay parents and how our 
children, the children of out 
parents, are on the verge of 
being pampered. They have 
marvelous extended families 
with lots of aunties and un¬ 
cles and the loneliness and 
isolation are not there. 

I teach at SF State Univer¬ 
sity in creative writing where 
I got to teach a course on sex¬ 
ual identity of the writer. It 
was specifically for gay, les-

bian, and bisexual students 
and was about capturing our 
voice, going beyond learning 
craft to what it is like for us 
t.) capture our voice - to not 
switch pronouns in your writ¬ 
ing, to be out as a writer 
whether or not your content 
is specifically queer. 

I loved teaching this 
course. Anybody could take 
it, but it was not about les¬ 
bian, gay, and bisexual people 
justifying ourselves to other 
people. A couple of the peo¬ 
ple said they did not feel 
quite comfortable in the class 
because they had never had 
same-sex experience, but by 


the end of the class several 
people came out. I felt so 
happy, I was exhausted. It 
was very emotional for peo¬ 
ple. 

I felt I had solved a prob¬ 
lem of my own which was, 
what if I want to write a story 
and it doesn’t have a queer 
person in it? I felt like I 
couldn’t do that somehow, 
like I would be somehow be¬ 
traying my people, and of 
course what happened is that 
as soon as I gave myself per¬ 
mission [not to write about 
queer characters], there are 
queers in everything I write. 
They are just normally aris¬ 
ing. 

Some students were strug¬ 
gling with having a gay char¬ 
acter who was less than per¬ 
fect. How could we contribute 
to the negative stereotypes? 
they asked. 

But today there is a differ¬ 
ent atmosphere. There is 
some opportunity that we did 
not have. Things are chang¬ 
ing, they really are changing. 
As many of us as possibly can 
have got to write write write, 
make movies, get involved in 
the cultural dialogue, because 
that is what is controlling our 
civil rights. 

ST: What do you think of 
the media’s response to gay 
issues? 

PB: They had a frenzy with 
it last year, right after 
the election and with the mil¬ 
itary issue. We lost the mili¬ 
tary issue and Clinton turned 
on us. Surprise! I mean over¬ 
all we are better off with 
Clinton because of the judges 
he is appointing, but he is not 
our savior, we have to save 
ourselves. But I think the me¬ 
dia just did the queer thing 
and now they’re backing off a 
bit. 

I do think we are starting 
to enter the mainstream 
more, not because of straight 
people in the media, but be¬ 
cause of lesbian and gay jour¬ 
nalists and TV people. The 
stories that are most effective 
are being written by openly 
gay and lesbian journalists.

ST: How has the exposure 
your book brought you felt on 
a personal level? 

PB: I am not a performer. 
Everything else in my life has 
to stop when I do the [book] 
tour, it takes all of my energy. 
I can get a little frightened 
with death threats on the 
tour. It is not like I am going 
out there selling the Greens 
cookbook. You know you 
don’t have people calling up 
and saying, “You talk about 
red onions again . . . don’t 
you know it is unnatural for 
red onions and green onions 
to be in the same stew!” That 
is not what I’m getting. 

I do sense a certain change 
on the radical right. I just did 
an hour long radio show to 
St. Petersburg, Florida, 
hotbed of liberalism as you 
can imagine. The host was 
having a lot trouble dealing 
with idea of two mothers, but 
by the end of the show he 
said, “I disagree with your 
lifestyle” - which is like I dis¬ 
agree that you exist - “but I 
will fight to the death for 
your right to have it.” That 
was a big switch. Nothing 
even remotely like that hap¬ 
pened last year, and I’m pret¬ 
ty much the same as I was 
then. 

Even though it is about 
selling this book, I don’t 
know how many people lis¬ 
tening to these show are ever 
going to buy this book. But 


maybe they have a lesbian 
daughter who’s got a kid and 
they haven’t been able to han¬ 
dle it in any way. I feel like 
sometimes I’m able to break 
through some of that stuff. So 
even though it is a promotion¬ 
al tour, I think that when any 
lesbian or gay person goes on 
one of these book tours, we 
ain’t just selling books. We 
are working in the Civil 
Rights movement. So thank 
you Random House, Vintage, 
Doubleday for sending these 
authors out on national tours 
and putting us on these 
shows, because we are talking 
about the fact that we are hu¬ 
man beings. 

ST: You wrote a lot in 
your book about Queer Na¬ 
tion and the local political 
scene three years ago. What’s 
your sense of San Francisco 
politics now? 

PB: I’m not clear. What I 
see is that a lot of people got 
positions in the government 
that they never could have 
gotten before. But I still see 
no national leaders. Every 
time we seem to get someone 
who could be, they get one of 
these jobs that almost prevent 
them from truly being the 
leaders of the Civil Rights 
movement. 

ST: Like who? 

PB: Like Roberta Achten- 
burg. I’m sure she’s doing 
things, I’m sure she’s speak¬ 
ing at dinners and things . . . 

I don’t know that. I don’t 
know where she is. What hap¬ 
pened to her? Where’s Rober¬ 


ta? I’m sure she’s working her 
ass off, I’m not saying she’s 
not. 

And what about David 
Mixner, how he surfaced and 
heavily contributed to the 
Tony Miller campaign. Here 
we have a guy who could be¬ 
come the first openly gay 
elected official of a state. 
That’s amazing. 

The street activism I think 
has lost some of its push at the 
moment, because we have got¬ 
ten access to more traditional 
routes of power. We are going 
to have to see if those routes 
pay off. They may. 

But still though, when the 
radical right comes out and is 
pushing against things in 
schools, against our flag flying 
somewhere, the street activists 
surface. 

Now lesbians have made 
very specific organizations that 
are very active. They’re small¬ 
er and tend to be very target¬ 
ed, not like an umbrella group. 
This group is against the rad¬ 
ical right, this group is into 
health reform, this group is 
into visibility, or whatever. 

We will see if we are going 
to be such a big issue in the 
upcoming campaigns. I don’t 
know. Now for US Senate we 
don’t have Dannenmeyer, we 
have this Huffington guy who 
apparently is not anti-gay at all 
and he is pro-choice. I mean, 
am I hallucinating this? So 
what are you going to do 
when the Republican and the 
Democrat are both pro-gay? 
That’s kind of amazing. Are 
we truly entering the main¬ 
stream? Or are we being co¬ 
opted by it? I don’t know, it is 
too early to tell. ▼

HIV+ Participants for a Gene Therapy Trial

Viagene's viral vector, [HIV-IT(V)], is a disabled piece of a mouse virus designed to carry a specific HIV gene into 
healthy cells of study participants. This mouse virus particle will not leave the cell or infect other cells. The new HIV 
vector is designed to direct the host cells to produce HIV protein complexes that the cell would normally not produce. 
These new protein complexes resemble a portion of HIV on the surface of the host cell and serve as a signal to 
trigger an immune response through CD8 cytotoxic T-cells (CTL) activation. These CD8 killer cells can recognize 
and then kill not only the host cells expressing the new proteins but also other cells already infected with HIV. Thus, 
the object of the therapy is to reduce the total level of HIV-infected cells in the body. 

This screening study will evaluate and identify qualified candidates for the upcoming treatment study. To qualify for 
the screening study, volunteers must have CD4 counts of 350 or greater and CD4 percent of 18% or greater. On 
subsequent testing, Human Leukocyte Antigen (HLA) type - a genetic marker on white blood cells indicating 
inherited immune characteristics - and Cytotoxic T-cell (CTL) activity will further determine eligibility for the proposed 
treatment study. The screening process will take place in four or more successive visits including blood draws over 
10 weeks.

This week, Bob Roehr ex¬ 
plores Tim McFeeley’s role 
and the organization’s prior¬ 
ities.

Leadership 

“The single most important 
piece is some greater sense of 
leadership,” said Hillary 
Rosen, co-chair of HRCF. And 
that comes down to McFeeley, 
executive director of HRCF. 
Over the course of his five-year 
tenure as executive director, 
the man and the organization 
have become so entwined that 
it is perhaps futile to try to 
separate them. 

Even his severest critics 
acknowledge McFeeley’s dedi¬ 
cation, intelligence, energy, 
fund-raising and institution 
building ability. The flaw 
seems to center around that 
elusive quality known as 
leadership. 

McFeeley can see most 
aspects of an issue, discuss 
them with keen insight, and 
then equivocate in taking a 
position on what he has so 
lucidly discussed. Too often, 
his speech has the character 
more of an academician than 
an advocate. And that, per¬ 
haps, is one of McFeeley’s prin¬ 
ciple weaknesses.

Some past and current 
employees see it as his search 
for consensus, as being too fair, 
too balanced. Others see it 
more in terms of an unwill¬ 
ingness to make tough deci¬ 
sions, take forceful positions 
and defend them, or to effec¬ 
tively delegate those respon¬ 
sibilities to others. They see 
vacillation on both personnel 
matters and issue priorities. 

It ties into another governing 
character trait, a dispositon

and commitment to incremen¬ 
talism above all else. “He cer¬ 
tainly, almost always in my ex¬ 
perience, prefers the safe route 
for the small gain rather than 
take a chance for a big gain,” 
says Joe Grabarz, whose brief 
tenure as chief lobbyist for 
HRCF ended in frustration. 

McFeeley continuously 
shows flashes of advocacy in 
his conversations but a few 
moments later, he inevitably 
balances it by stating another 
perspective, almost sighing 
over the complexity of the situ¬ 
ation, the need for restraint in 
political compromise. 

It is curious then, to note the 
areas where he seems not to 
exercise such balance and con¬ 
straint. They are internal mat¬ 
ters where he has greatest con¬ 
trol, and the external ties he 
chooses. 

Former employees have 
noted that in managing the or¬ 
ganization, McFeeley often ex¬ 
ercises a degree of oversight 
which denigrates the principle 
of delegation. Current em¬ 
ployees have diplomatically 
not commented on that des¬ 
cription but their facial reac¬ 
tions to the question denotd a 
recognition of it. Put in the ver¬ 
nacular, as one former em¬ 
ployee did, “you might call him 
a control queen.” 

Priorities 

Our organization seems to 
shift focus from whatever we 
tell them that they didn’t do 
well yesterday,” lamented 
Alexander Robinson, senior 
legislative representative 
covering lesbian and gay issues 
for the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union (ACLU). “I mean, it 
is grass roots, it’s media, it’s 
whatever ... we are still a very 
young movement.” 

Wasserman feels the same 
way. “HRCF needs to make 
commitment to something and 
stick to it.” She remembers 
“how incredibly difficult it was 
to keep focused,” and cited 
HRCF’s in-and-out approach 
to health care. 

“The military issue side¬ 
tracked where all of the major 
national organizatons were go¬ 


ing,” said Grabarz. “They were 
so afraid of who was going to 
get the most stars out of the 
military issue, so they dropped 
their agenda and ran with it.” 
He believes that was a mistake. 

So what are HRCF’s prior¬ 
ities du jour? 

Gay and lesbian civil 
rights bill: In December, 
McFeeley expected a broad 
federal gay and lesbian civil 
rights bill to be introduced in 
Congress in January, with 
hearing held virtually im¬ 
mediately. The concept behind 
this legislation has been a cor¬ 
nerstone of HRCF since its 
founding. 

In March, when none of the 
above had come to pass, the 
talk from HRCF was of a 
change in strategy. Now they 
would focus on a bill that just 
covered employment. Expect 
it in April .. then May. The 
latest word is “Before 
Stonewall.” 

The cause of the continual 
delays is working out com¬ 
promise language of a draft 
bill that will have as broad sup¬ 
port as possible. To this end, 
HRCF shared the draft, with 
other gay and lesbian and civil 
rights organizations. 

They have not been willing 
to share it with the broader gay 
and lesbian community for dis¬ 
cussion on either strategy or 
language. This is despite 
several requests from this re¬ 
porter, made over the course of 
months, for a working draft.

Direct community input will 
come only after the fait ac¬ 
compli of a bill having been 
introduced in Congress. Then 
everyone will be expected to 
line up and salute. 

That saluting also includes 
the straight business commu¬ 
nity. The coalition-building 
HRCF undertook to draft an 
“employment” bill focused ex¬ 
clusively upon the traditional 
civil rights establishment. 
They didnt think to include 
business associations at the 
drafting stage of this legisla¬ 
tion. 

“When we have a bill, when 
the bill is completed, we will 
be going for formal endorse¬ 
ment from groups, and we will

Remembering the Long Knives

Sacramento, CA — A can¬ 
dlelight observance at Sacra¬ 
mento’s Lambda Community 
Center will commemorate 
two historic events, both of 
which occurred on June 28 — 
the 25th anniversary of 
Stonewall and the 60th an¬ 
niversary of “The Night of 
the Long Knives,” which was 
the beginning of the persecu¬ 
tion of gays and lesbians in 
Nazi Germany. 

Organizer of the event, Jer¬ 
ry Sloan of Project Tocsin, 
said he wanted to do some¬ 
thing to celebrate the 
coalescing of the gay libera¬ 
tion movement at Stonewall, 
but also wanted people to 
know about and “never forget 
The Night of the Long 
Knives.” 

Sloan observed that the 
events of 60 years ago have 
been overlooked in both gay 
and mainstream history — but 
have a great deal of signifi¬ 
cance today. “We should look 
at history and see that Ernst 
Roehm, supposedly a close 
friend to Hitler, and his men 
were the ultimate repressed 
assimilationists. They were 
the ones who helped put 
Hitler into power. Then 
Hitler turned on them with a 
bloody massacre ‘to purge the 
Reich of homosexuals.’ Hitler 
knew who they were when 
they were helping him seize 
power, but later had a conve¬ 
nient lapse of memory and 
used their homosexuality 


against them. The Night of 
the Long Knives occurred 
two years before the infa¬ 
mous Kristallnacht, which 
launched the pogrom against 
the Jews. Like Kristallnacht, 
The Night of the Long 
Knives was the launching pad 
to arrest gay men and les¬ 
bians and other ‘deviants’ and

put them in concentration 
camps. A year later, the infa¬ 
mous paragraph 175’ was in¬ 
stituted, which strengthened 
anti-gay laws and extended 
even to making ‘homosexual 


thoughts’ criminal,” Sloan 
stated. 

Estimated numbers of 
gays and lesbians who died in 
the camps and through medi¬ 
cal experimentation range be¬ 
tween 750,000 and 1.3 million. 
Even when the camps were 
liberated, there was no end to 
the ordeal for gays and les¬ 
bians, as they were rearrested 
as political prisoners and put 
in jail. Many of them were 
jailed for years and many 
more died before they were 
finally freed to live out their 
remaining years in fear and 
hiding from further reprisals. 

The ceremony, which will 
start at 8:30 p.m. on June 28 at 
20th and L Streets in Sacra¬ 
mento, will feature entertain¬ 
ers, speakers, members of the 
Jewish community, and a 
reading of the gay Holocaust 
poem, “Invisible Triangles,” 
by its author, poet Michael 
Gorman. 

Sloan said, “The lesson is 
clear. Assimilationists in our 
community need to hear it. It 
doesn’t matter how good a 
queer you are. In their minds, 
the only good queer is a dead 
queer. Bringing them to polit¬ 
ical power will only get you 
killed. The assimilationists 
helped bring Ronald Reagan 
and George Bush to power, 
and they’ve not taken any re¬ 
sponsibility for it. Once again 
they want to lead us down 
the path to destruction. Gay 
men and lesbians, come out 
and learn your history,” Sloan 
warned, “or be doomed to re¬ 
peat it.” ▼

<Continued from previous page} 
definitely be involvd with busi¬ 
ness groups,” said Zingale. His 
comments came only after be¬ 
ing pressed for “the type of 
contacts” they have had with 
business associations. 

Ballot initiatives: A new 
twist for HRCF is its involve¬ 
ment in fighting anti-gay state 
ballot initiatives. As recently as 
last summer, McFeeley had 
said, “We’re focused on the 
federal level. We don’t get in¬ 
volved in state or local stuff.” A 
spate of ballot measures in No¬ 
vember brought a different 
perspective, an acknowledge¬ 
ment of former Speaker Tip 
O’Neill’s adage that “all poli¬ 
tics is local.” 

“How can you possibly ex¬ 
pect them (the Florida delega¬ 
tion) to be an easy vote to count 
on our issues in Congress if we 
lose a ballot initiative cam¬ 
paign in Florida that says gays 
and lesbians should have equal 
rights?” asks board co-chair 
Rosen, a lobbyist by profes¬ 
sion. 

“If we continue to lose ballot 
measures, especially by large 
majorities, we will never pass 
in our lifetime a national gay 
and lesbian civil rights bill,” 
adds McFeeley. 

Underlying the political 
pragmatism of McFeeley and 
Rosen is also the pragmatism 
of institutional building. “I 
would say that we have to ap¬ 
proach these very much the 
way the right wing approaches 
these issues, they don’t really 
care whether they win or lose, 
they are just doing this to 
organize,” says McFeeley. They 
see ballot initiatives as a force 
activating the gay and lesbian 
community and want to tap 


into that energy and money for 
their organization. 

Left unstated is the “no¬ 
fault” character of their in¬ 
volvement. Washington opera¬ 
tions are the clear, unam- 
bigious responsibility of the 
national organizations. Only so 
much finger-pointing can be 
done when something goes 
wrong. The state fights blur 
those lines considerably. They 
will be carried out by state and 
local organizations. HRCF and 
other national organizations 
will function as consultants, 
one step removed from the ac¬ 
tion, responsibility and ac¬ 
countability. 

Successes will be claimed, 
but if results are bad, then one 
can always blame it on poor 
implementation by the locals. 
There, or course, may be some 
truth to that, just as there is 
some wisdom to the belief that 
any campaign must have local, 
not national roots. But this “no¬ 
fault” character must surely 
have an appeal. 

HRCF’s future, and the 
federal agenda of the lesbian 
and gay community, will de¬ 
pend upon how well it can 
overcome its current limita¬ 
tions to embrace and be em¬ 
braced by mainstream 
America. 

The ACLU’s Robinson 
understands the importance of 
technical considerations, but 
he feels a moral component is 
integral to ending discrimina¬ 
tion against lesbians and gays. 

‘‘Our championing cry 
hasn’t been our moral outrage 
that we are indeed discrim¬ 
inated against... Who is saying: 
No, no, no, no, no, this is wrong, 
this is wrong, this is wrong. We 
don’t have that,” said Robin¬ 
son. He feels we must also 
speak to this root moral ques¬ 
tion. ▼

HRCF Survey: Most 
Senators Don't Discriminate

An overwhelming number 
of senators—71 out of 
100—reported to the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund that 
they would not discriminate 
on the basis of sexual orienta¬ 
tion in their offices. 

Doug Hattaway, an HRCF 
spokesperson, said that the 
significant number of sena¬ 
tors, which included 47 
Democrats and 24 Republi¬ 
cans, mirrors the sentiments 
of society at large. A national 


opinion poll commissioned by 
HRCF found that 76 percent 
of Americans support legisla¬ 
tion to bar anti-gay discrimi¬ 
nation in the workplace. 

Illinois’ senators, pro-gay 
Democrats Carol Moseley- 
Braun and Paul Simon, both 
indicated to HRCF that they 
do not discriminate against 
gays and lesbians in their of¬ 
fices. 

The 24 Republican sena¬ 
tors who expressed their non- 
discriminatory policies includ¬ 
ed Connie Mack of Florida,

Paul Coverdell of Georgia, 
Conrad Burns of Montana, 
Christopher Bond and John 
Danforth of Missouri, and 
Mark Hatfield and Bob Pack- 
wood of Oregon. 

“It’s a clear sign that a bi¬ 
partisan majority in Congress 
believes job discrimination is 
wrong,” said Hattaway. Last 
February, HRCF announced 
that 234 representatives in the 
U.S. House said they would 
not discriminate against gays 
and lesbians in their offices. 

“We hope that translates 
into support for a federal bill 
outlawing discrimination 
based on sexual orientation,” 
Hattaway said. 

That bill, sponsored by 
Sen.

SAULT STE. MARIE, 
Mich., June 9 (UPI) - State Po¬ 
lice warned law enforcement 
agencies across northern 
Michigan on Thursday to 
watch for two men who told- 
Canadian border officials they 
wanted to infect others with 
the AIDS virus. 

State Police Sgt. Glenn 
Nelson said the warning was 
issued after his post in Sault 
Ste. Marie was notified by 
Canadian Customs agents in 
Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario. 

Nelson said the men, Cali¬ 
fornia residents whose names 
were not released, were ar¬ 
rested Wednesday by Canadi¬ 
an Customs for drug posses¬ 
sion. 

The men were trying to 
cross the border into the Unit¬ 
ed States when officers found 
LSD in their car and arrested 
them, Nelson said. 

While in Canadian cus¬ 
tody, Nelson said, the men 
“said they were homosexuals. 
They had open sores, and 
they also had in their posses¬ 
sion a log book saying they 
were traveling cross-country... 
with the express purpose of 
infecting people with AIDS.” 

Following standard proce¬ 
dure, the customs agents con¬ 
fiscated the drugs and re¬ 
leased the men. They were 
ordered to return to the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

Canadian agents later noti¬ 
fied Michigan State Police 
about the men. But by then, 
they had driven away into the 
Upper Peninsula. 

Nelson said Americans ar¬ 
rested on the Canadian side 
of the border for drug offens¬ 
es are customarily released 
into the United States. 

“Canadian Customs does 
not want them in Canada,” he 
said. ▼ 


Bigotry, by the Book

O n June 14, the San 
Francisco Board of 
Education released a 
much-anticipated re¬ 
port on the School District’s 
controversial Junior Reserve 
Officer Training Corps 
(JROTC). The internal investi¬ 
gation was undertaken after 
several JROTC students were 
severely beaten by the rest of 
their “drill team” in February. 
That incident prompted re¬ 
newed calls for eliminating the 
JROTC, which has also been 
criticized for using racist text¬ 
books and discriminating 
against students and instruc¬ 
tors on the basis of sexual ori¬ 
entation, disability and citizen¬ 
ship. 

Upon releasing the report, 
the School Board condemned 
the February beatings (no kid¬ 
ding) and pledged to continue 
the review process. However, 
despite overwhelming evi¬ 
dence that JROTC programs 
promote hate violence, most 
Board members insist that the 
recent beatings are an “isolat¬ 
ed incident.” 

According to Board Presi¬ 
dent Leland Yee, the beatings 
“represent the exception to a 
program that has been and 
will continue to promote team¬ 
work, cooperation, and posi¬ 
tive social values.” Similarly, 
School Board member Jill 
Wynns applauded the JROTC 
for teaching “citizenship.” “I 
certainly am not ready to take 
funds away from successful 
programs like JROTC,” 
Wynns stated, “especially as 
the eloquent and moving stu¬ 
dent testimony in support of 
the program continues.” 

Wynns is apparently un¬ 
moved by the concerns of les¬ 
bian and gay students. The 
JROTC brings military homo¬ 
phobia directly into the class¬ 
room, depriving lesbian and 
gay youth of their right to a 
safe learning environment. 
No “benefit” of the JROTC 
program could ever justify 
that cost. 

Fortunately, School Board 
member Tom Ammiano has 
been tireless in his efforts to 
replace JROTC with a more 
humane curriculum. Along 
with Angie Fa and Dan Kelly, 
Ammiano has dissented 
strongly from the Board’s 
“pro-JROTC” majority. 

If enough public pressure is 
mounted to support Ammi- 
ano’s efforts, it’s possible that 
some of the pro-JROTC mem¬ 
bers of the School ’Board 
might reconsider their posi¬ 
tion. Let these Board mem¬ 
bers know that the JROTC 
must be eliminated. The San 
Francisco Board of Education 
has no business supporting a 
(costly) program that teaches 
today’s school children to be 
tomorrow’s gay bashers.

Sex, Lies and Video Hate 

An advertisement in a re¬ 
cent issue of Gay Chicago 
Magazine reeks of racism. 
The ad was placed by Bijou 
Video Sales and advertises a 
gay porn video to be shown at 


Chicago’s Bijou Movie The¬ 
atre, June 17-23. The Filmco 
Video release, entitled Ghetto 
Guys, Volume 4, is described 
this way: “These tremendous 
Negroes have dicks as long as 
it takes welfare checks to ar¬ 
rive! They cum as quickly as 
a crack high, and shoot as high 
as basketball hoops.” The ad 
copy also uses phrases like 
“filmed in the projects,” “big¬ 
lipped studs,” “thugs (who). . . 
quit their jivin’ and get down 
to jizzin’.” 

The publisher of Gay 
Chicago Magazine has re¬ 
sponded to complaints by stat¬ 
ing that his magazine does not 
have any advertising policy. 
Bijou Video has argued that 
the ad was intended as a paro¬ 
dy. even though three other 
videos (featuring white men 
are also described in the same 
ad and do not make use of any 
“parody,” racist or otherwise

The ABC's of Fairness 

The American Broadcast¬ 
ing Company (ABC) has 
agreed to extend its program¬ 
ming standards to include les¬ 
bians and gays. Specifically, 
lesbians and gays will be 
added to a list of groups that 
are not to be “misrepresented, 
ridiculed or attacked” on the 
television network’s program¬ 
ming. Reportedly, the policy 
change resulted from the enor¬ 
mous lesbian/gay outcry over 
ABC’s attempt to censor the 
“lesbian” kiss episode of 
Roseanne. 

Encourage ABC to put the 
new policy into practice, and 
to actively produce fair, accu¬ 
rate and diverse lesbian/gay 
programming.

The New Yorker also ded¬ 
icated its highly-visible cover 
to the celebration of Pride 
Month, depicting an image of 
a gay male couple in front of 
their wedding cake. Typically, 
this image fails to reflect the 
diversity of the queer commu¬ 
nity . Nevertheless, this mag¬ 
azine cover will visibly chal¬ 
lenge homophobia, several 
thousand times, all across the 
nation.

Pill-Popper's Digest

O bserving me down 
a small proportion 
of my daily pills, a 
friend asked just 
how many I take. It took 
some calculation. Back in the 
beginning—1988 in my case — 
all I had to take was AZT. I 
ran out and got a little beep¬ 
ing pillbox, at that time and 
place the invariable prop of 
the PWA, so I could take 
them exactly every four 
hours. This was considered

important to avoid side ef¬ 
fects, but it later turned out 
that cutting the dose in half 
and then in half again was a 
much better solution. 

Life long ago ceased to be 
so simple. First a preventa¬ 
tive for PCP had to be added 
(which was a vast improve¬ 
ment over the old aerosolized 
pentamidine). Then antibi¬ 
otics were tossed in to control 
other opportunistic infections, 
and vitamins and food supple¬ 
ments to counter side effects 
of drugs and generalized HIV- 
related problems. Now I take 
no less than 33 pills a day, not 
including temporarily pre¬ 
scribed drugs and the occa¬ 
sional aspirin. 

I offer, as a medical curios¬ 
ity and a bit of historical doc¬ 
umentation, the following tal¬ 
ly of my daily standard 
drug/vitamin/food supplement 
regimen, in chronological or¬ 
der and including a brief ra¬ 
tionale for why I take each at 
all and why at that particular 
time. 

The morning dose is: four 
Resist capsules and two d4t 
pills. Resist is a “concentrated 
botanical formulation” based 
on Chinese medicine. The 
recommended dose is three 
capsules twice a day, but first 
thing in the morning is the 
only time that my stomach is 
completely empty, and the 
prevailing belief is that this is 
pretty important in order to 
absorb the preparation’s 
herbs, so one bullet dose is all 
I take. Also the stuff is pretty 
expensive and unproved ex¬ 
cept by some suggestive (but 
hardly conclusive) lab analy¬ 
sis. The capsules are large but 
not hard to take and have a 
pleasant spice aftertaste, no 
doubt from the formula’s gin¬ 
ger, licorice and tangerine 
root derivatives. 

The d4t, my main anti-vi¬ 
ral since I “failed” AZT and 
its various combinations with 
ddl and ddC, doesn’t require 
an empty stomach, but anec¬ 
dotal evidence collated by 
ACT UP/Golden Gate recom¬ 
mends taking it early in the 
day to avoid sleep distur¬ 
bance at night. This bit of 
common sense has worked 
for me, and I would have ap¬ 
preciated it if the manufactur¬ 
er, Bristol-Meyers, had made 
the suggestion. This, alas, 
could not be done as they’re 
still denying that sleep distur¬ 
bance is a serious problem. 

The morning is also when 
I apply therapeutic lotions: 
Naftin for toe fungus and 
Lotrisone for a chronic yeast- 
infected jock itch. Both seem 
to be in retreat just now, and 
in any case topical applica¬ 
tions are less worrisome than 
metabolism-disrupting pills. 
(I’m also currently taking Di- 
coloxacillin, a new antibiotic, 
to treat the staph-infected hair 
follicles that developed under 


the cover of the yeast infec¬ 
tion, but I shouldn’t be on this 
med for more than a week). 

Elaborate dance 

The midday dose is: five 
fish oil capsules, two each of 
d4t and acyclovir (the anti-vi- 
rals), one each of Biaxcin, 
Myambutol and Ciprofloxacin 
(antibiotics to treat MAC), a 
B-12 vitamin and a B-6 with 
zinc. This midday “dose” is 
usually spread out across the 
whole day, with nausea-induc¬ 
ing antibiotics taken on as full 
a stomach as possible. 

The d4t amounts to a half¬ 
dose, which is all I can toler¬ 
ate without crippling neu¬ 
ropathy (Peptide T, an early 
treatment for that, has be¬ 
come extremely expensive 
and also failed to live up to its 
early promising reports). The

acyclovir keeps my herpes in 
check (a never-suspected in¬ 
fection which I only discov¬ 
ered upon its first outburst 


the night of the big quake in 
1989) and may help inhibit 
HIV. Vitamin B-12 is reputed 
to relieve peripheral neuropa¬ 
thy, and zinc deficiencies 
have been linked with accel¬ 
erated progression of AIDS. 
Fish oil is supposed to help 
stabilize my general 
metabolism; a trial I was in 
failed to substantiate the 
hoped-for benefit, but my per¬ 
sonal stats improved signifi¬ 
cantly while I was on it, so 
I’ve stayed with it since. 

The evening dose is: five 
fish oil; two acyclovir; one 
each of all three of the antibi¬ 
otics mentioned above plus a 
fourth, Lamprene; Bactrim as 
a prophylactic for PCP; and 
usually an antihistamine to 
counteract the itchy rash of¬ 
ten sparked by the Bactrim. 


Sometimes the whole fistful 
of pills is bolted down just be¬ 
fore I go to bed; in that case 
I’m likely to skimp on the fish 
oils, which are large and not 
anywhere near as critical as 
the antibiotics. It takes all 
four of them to keep my 
MAC in check; when I was on 
only three, I was constantly, 
slowly losing ground to it. If 
the MAC starts to break 
through yet again, I still have 
some leeway to shuffle 
around my antibiotics by re¬ 
placing some of the current 
ones with similar substitutes, 
hopefully outflanking the mi¬ 
crobe’s ability to mutate to a 
treatment-resistant form. This 
elaborate dance of infection, 
treatment, resistance, changed 
treatment, etc. has been going 
on, in my case, for six years 


and will doubtless continue 
until either my disease wins 
out or the discovery of a 
“cure.” 

Better living 

Based on this vast experi¬ 
ence, I have some helpful ad¬ 
vice for the prospective pill- 
popper, HIVer or otherwise. 

Cultivate an obsessive 
streak. I’ve occasionally con¬ 
sidered manufacturing a styl¬ 
ized string of rosary beads, 
each element the size, color 
and shape of a relevant pill. 
As each dose of the day is 
consumed, its bead would be 
moved from the “pending” to 
the “completed” side of a di¬ 
vider, and when finished the 
entire string would once 
again be together, ready for

The fight against AIDS got 
a $151 million boost on June 
14 when a House Appropria¬ 
tions subcommittee voted the 
increase for fiscal year 1995, 
starting in October. The effort 
was led by Nancy Pelosi (D- 
CA). The increases approved 
are: Prevention—$63 million; 
Research — $41 million; and 
Ryan White Care — $47 mil¬ 
lion. All dollar figures are 
over current spending levels. 

“It is a tremendous victory 
for the AIDS community, par¬ 
ticularly in a year when I 
think that the whole subcom¬ 
mittee had $500 (in “new” 
money) to work with for all of 
their programs in health, edu¬ 
cation, and welfare types of 
things,” said Dan Bross, exec¬ 
utive director of the AIDS 
Action Council. Openly gay 
Congressman Gerry Studds 
(D-MA) praised Pelosi that 
evening at the AIDS Action 
Awards, calling it, “A coup of 
the first magnitude in this era 
of diminishing and disappear¬ 
ing returns.” 

“It was certainly more than 
we were expecting, but we 
certainly need far more mon¬ 
ey in care and research,” said 
Cornelius Baker, with the Na¬ 
tional Association of People 
With AIDS. 

“We still have a long, long 
way to go,” AIDS Action lob¬ 
byist Christine Lubinski ad¬ 
mitted. “It is very hard to tell

Natcher (who died earlier this 
year),” Bross said, “but we are 
very pleased with these num¬ 
bers.”

the next day’s pills ad infini¬ 
tum. If such compulsive de¬ 
votions are beyond you, try to 
at least develop a rigid rou¬ 
tine rooted in your fixed 
habits. Maintaining compli¬ 
ance on one or two meds can 
be done on a casual basis; co¬ 
ordinating several indepen¬ 
dent but interacting treatment 
regimes takes serious concen¬ 
tration and at least a mod¬ 
icum of organization. 

Whenever possible, take 
pills with cold water. It 
numbs the taste buds, which 
helps to obscure the weird 
metallic taste of many meds 
and also suppresses the gag 
reflex, the worst enemy of the 
pill-popper. 

Gravity is your friend. No 
matter how tired you are, sit 
up, sit all the way up, when 
taking pills. The closer you 
are to the horizontal, the 
more likely that pills will 
stick and kick off a gag reflex. 

Don’t gulp big mouthfuls 
of air with your pills, a com¬ 
mon tendency for the timid 
pill-popper confronted with a 
larger-than-average capsule. It 
causes gas, which can end up 
propelling the pills right back 
up the windpipe. Some peo¬ 
ple have no qualms about 
picking up a half-swallowed 
pill from the floor, dusting it 
off, and reingesting it, but 
many hesitate, torn between 
the grossness of the task and 
the high cost of the pills. 


bill on June 24. Lubinski says 
the fast track is typical “be¬ 
cause the Labor and HHS bill 
is usually ripe for negative 
amendments, they don’t like 
it to sit.” There is the stan¬ 
dard rumblings of possible 
hostile amendments such as 
one “to prevent explicit mes¬ 
sages for gay men,” said Bak¬ 
er. He and Lubinski view a 
possible amendment concern¬ 
ing newborn babies as per¬ 
haps the most upsetting. 
Rep. Gary Ackerman (D-NY) 
has circulated a “Dear Col¬ 
league” letter regarding a bill 
that would require newborn 
infants to be tested for HIV. 
He may try to attach it as an 
amendment to the appropria¬ 
tions bill. 

“It looks so reasonable on 
its face,” said Lubinski, be¬ 
cause a recent study indicates 
early use of AZT has a posi¬ 
tive effect on infants. The 
problem is, a positive test 
means little for a newborn, as 
about two-thirds of those test¬ 
ing positive will test negative 
6-12 months later when they 
are producing their own 
blood antibodies. What the 
test does mean is that “the 
mom is positive,” said Lubin¬ 
ski, “and that really under¬ 
mines the confidentiality of 
the woman.” Once it passes the 
House the Appropriations bill 
will go to the Senate, where 
the outlook is encouraging. 

“The Senate does not like 
to lowball the House,” noted 
Lubinski. “There is the possi¬ 
bility of making up some 
ground on the Ryan White 
numbers. Last year they 
added $10 million above the 
House on care.” ▼ 


Some of these babies cost sev¬ 
eral dollars a piece, and if 
you’re getting them via “com¬ 
passionate access,” I don’t 
know what you’d have to do 
to get a replacement — proba¬ 
bly fill out an “adverse inci¬ 
dent” report backed up by 
medical affidavits. 

Decant your pills into 
something easy to open (I use 
a set of spice jars), instead of 
leaving them in their “child 
proof” bottles. Prying those 
deliberately balky caps off 
several times a day is pretty 
damn frustrating when you’ve 
got peripheral neuropathy. I 
like to think that on Judgment 
Day the designers of those 
“safety” devices will be sub¬ 
ject to agonizing torments 
which can only be alleviated 
by a mysterious potion in an 
unopenable bottle, which they 
will batter at in vain for eter¬ 
nity. And the idiot who put 
the beveled edge on the 
Bactrim capsule will, I hope, 
be forced to swallow bizarre, 
star-shaped, sharp-edged pills 
for an equal time. Meanwhile, 
unless you have a helpful five- 
year-old in the house, get rid 
of those pharmacy safety con¬ 
tainers (but peel off the iden¬ 
tifying label to restick on 
your replacement bottle). 

Better living is possible 
through modern pharmaceuti¬ 
cals, but be prepared to work 
at it. Even if you don’t sur¬ 
vive, you can take solace in 
the way your massive pill 
consumption is stimulating 
the economy. ▼

Reno Allows Immigrant Gays 
And Lesbians to Seek Asylum

Just a week before gays 
and lesbians from around the 
world will gather in New 
York City to demand their 
human rights from the United 
Nations, U.S. Attorney Gener¬ 
al Janet Reno issued an order 
that will make it easier for 
persecuted gays and lesbians 
who are seeking political asy¬ 
lum in the U.S. to win their 
cases. 

Reno’s order, issued June 16, 
allows gays and lesbians to 
seek asylum if they can prove 
they were persecuted by their 
government solely on the ba¬ 
sis of their sexual orientation. 
In the past, gays and lesbians 
have borne the responsibility 
of proving not only that they 
personally were persecuted 
because of their homosexual¬ 
ity, but also that gays and les¬ 
bians did in fact constitute a 
persecuted social group eligi¬ 
ble for asylum. 

The International Gay and 
Lesbian Human Rights Com¬ 
mission worked closely with 
openly gay U.S. Rep. Barney 
Frank (D-Mass.) to push for 
the order. 

“This step by Attorney 
General Reno is very impor¬ 
tant to the lives of those indi¬ 
viduals who are in serious 
need of refuge in the United 
States because they have fled 
for their lives from countries 
where they would be killed, 
incarcerated, tortured or 
forced into psychiatric ‘treat¬ 
ment,’ “ said IGLHRC Direc¬ 
tor Julie Dorf.

Unfazed by a current state 
of Hawaii restriction on mar¬ 
riages between same-sex cou¬ 
ples, two gay men - a newspa¬ 
per publisher and a writer- 
went to the state Department 
of Health on June 17 to secure 
a marriage license. As expect¬ 
ed, they did not get what they 
wanted. Bill Woods, publisher 
of the monthly Gay Commu¬ 
nity News, and Marc Thomp¬ 
son, writer for the Honolulu 
Weekly, were the first gay 
couple to apply for a mar¬ 
riage license since the state 
legislature approved a bill last 
April limitingstate-sanctioned 
marriages to heterosexual 
couples. Hawaii Governor 
John Waihee is expected to 
sign the new bill into law by 
the end of this month. 

But unlike the three gay 
couples - Ninia Baehr and 
Genora Dancel, Tammy Ro¬ 
drigues and Antoinette Pregil, 
and Pat Lagon and Joseph 
Melillo - who earlier sued the 
state of Hawaii for denying 
their marriage license applica¬ 
tions, Woods and Thompson 
did not get an outright denial 
of their application. State 
Health Department official 
Alvin Oriaka informed the 
couple that the department 
would keep their application 
pending the outcome of the 
court case on same sex mar¬ 
riage. 

In May of 1993, the Hawaii 
Supreme Court ruled that the 
state ban on same-sex mar¬ 
riages is unconstitutional un¬ 
less the state can come up 


The policy announced by 
Reno comes four years after a 
Cuban man, Fidel Armando 
Toboso-Alfonso, was granted 
asylum by an appellate immi¬ 
gration review panel, which 
recognized gays and lesbians 
as a persecuted social group. 

“I have examined the case 
and conclude that it repre¬ 
sents an appropriate applica¬ 
tion of the law,” Reno wrote 
in the order issued to the 
Board of Immigration Ap¬ 
peals. “I understand that there 
are now several cases involv¬ 
ing similar issues before im¬ 
migration judges, and believe 
that the publication of this de¬ 
cision will provide useful 
guidance to immigration 
judges and to the Immigra¬ 
tion and Naturalization Ser¬ 
vice in evaluating such 
claims.” 

On at least two other occa¬ 
sions, gays have been granted 
asylum on the basis of their 
sexual orientation by the INS, 
but always with the dis¬ 
claimer that their cases would 
not influence any future deci¬ 
sions. Reno’s order broadens 
that milieu of rulings by di¬ 
recting immigration officials 
to look particularly to the To¬ 
boso-Alfonso decision for 
guidance in similar claims. 

“None of these previous 
rulings have had any legal 
precedential value, until to¬ 
day,” Rep. Frank said. 

Suzanne Goldberg, an at¬ 
torney at Lambda Legal De¬ 
fense and Education Fund, 
said Reno’s order was impor¬ 
tant for removing the hurdle 


with a “compelling interest.” 
The case was sent back to the 
Circuit Court for rehearing. 
The next round of this cele¬ 
brated case will not happen 
until April, 1995. Whatever 
the outcome in Circuit Court, 
a rehearing is expected to be

appealed again to the Hawaii 
Supreme Court. Realistically, 
the final ruling on the same- 
sex marriage issue will not be 
handed down by the 
Supreme Court until 1996. 

In the meantime, the state 
of Hawaii recently revealed 
its strategy in contesting the 
Supreme Court ruling. Last 
June 1st, it filed a statement 
contending that the new legis¬ 
lation approved last April will 
have a “major impact” on the 
lawsuit and that the high 
court should set aside its rul¬ 
ing. 

But despite this govern- 


of proving that gays and les¬ 
bians are a persecuted social 
group. 

“Now, like other appli¬ 
cants, gay and lesbian appli¬ 
cants only face the challenge 
of demonstrating a well- 
founded fear of persecution,” 
Goldberg said. But, she 
added, “It’s still extremely dif¬ 
ficult to prove that well- 
founded fear, especially for 
gay men and lesbians, be¬ 
cause there’s so little docu¬ 
mentation.” 

Robin Kane, a National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
spokesperson, said Reno’s ac¬ 
tion will have a significant 
impact on the lives of many 
gays and lesbians living in 
persecution in other coun¬ 
tries. 

“It’s an incredibly impor¬ 
tant step forward for interna¬ 
tional gays and lesbians,” she 
said. “It can literally be a life¬ 
saving measure for some peo¬ 
ple.” 

Kane also noted the con¬ 
tradictory actions the Justice 
Department continues to take 
in the area of gay and lesbian 
civil rights. Less than a week 
before Reno announced the 
asylum policy, lawyers at the 
Justice Department filed an 
appeal in the case of Col. 
Margarethe Cammermeyer, 
an open lesbian who was re¬ 
cently ordered reinstated into 
the Washington State Nation¬ 
al Guard by a federal district 
judge. ▼ 


ment position, and despite ef¬ 
forts by politicians to preempt 
a final ruling by the Supreme 
Court, Hawaii’s gay and les¬ 
bian community is still opti¬ 
mistic that the state will be¬ 
come the first in the U.S. to 
legalize same-sex marriage. 

Although they did not get 
their marriage license, Woods 
and Thompson held a wed¬ 
ding ceremony at the Ala 
Moana Beach Park in Hon¬ 
olulu last June 19, just before 
the start of the city’s gay 
pride parade. Their wedding 
vows were administered by a 
local Unitarian Church minis¬ 
ter. After their ceremony, the 
couple rode in an open car 
bearing the sign, “Just Mar¬ 
ried,” amid the cheers of sup¬ 
porters and parade spectators. 
The couple was wearing 
white shirts and white slacks 
with matching orchid leis and 
headbands. At the post-parade 
rally, they mimicked tradi¬ 
tional heterosexual wedding 
ceremonies by tossing their 
flower leis for single gay men 
in the crowd the catch. 

Woods, a well-known gay 
activist, said that he hopes his 
marriage to Thompson will 
be the first ever to be legally 
recognized in this country.

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Intriguing Personality Emerges in 'Split' 

She Took Manhattan 


by Daniel Mangin 

T ransgendered people 
who flout convention 
to lead the lives they 
were destined to live 
are evolving into a cinema 
archetype. The situation is 
sentimentalized in La Cage 
aux Folles, The World Ac¬ 
cording to Garp, The Crying 
Game and other pictures. 
The Brazilian film Vera casts 
casts a more skeptical eye on 
humankind’s ability to em¬ 
brace gender variation, while 
documentaries such as The 
Queen, Paris Is Burning, I 
Am My Own Woman, 
Glamazon and the “Max” 
segment of Female Misbehav¬ 
ior present individuals who 
boldly forge identities that 
disrupt binary norms. 

Following in this last tradi¬ 
tion is Split, a 60-minute por¬ 
trait of International Chrysis 
(pronounced “crisis”), a self- 
proclaimed “chick with a 
dick” who lived 39 tough but 
apparently action-filled years. 
The film’s strongest point is 
its willingness to gaze un¬ 
flinchingly at the gloomier 
consequences of gender anar¬ 
chy in our time without disre¬ 
specting its primary subject. 

Chrysis herself admits that 
she lives on the edge and 
likes to explore life’s “darker 
places,” though this trait may 
not be wholly related to her 
transgendered status. She 
emerges in Split as all the 


more intriguing a personality 
because of her frankness — 
and that of directors Ellen 
Fisher Turk and Andrew 
Weeks. 

A mini-legend 

At 14, Chrysis, born 
William, left the Bronx and

an unsympathetic family and 
was taken under the wings of 
some of Manhattan’s older 
drag queens. Her family most¬ 
ly shunned her. They even 
had her locked up in Bellevue 
for a bit, which prompted a 
“Free Chrysis” protest outside 
the institution, an early in¬ 
stallment in the psychodra- 
matic history of a mini-leg¬ 
end. Several years later, Chry¬ 
sis caught Salvador Dali’s eye 
at FAO Schwarz and became 


his muse or his mistress, de¬ 
pending on who’s telling the 
story. 

Split intercuts footage of 
Chrysis on stage (including 
snippets of her in The Queen) 
with interviews with her and 
her friends. Transgendered 
folk were fashionable among 
New York’s partygoing elite 
in the ’70s, and Chrysis 
popped up at Studio 54 (once 
wrapped in cellophane) and 
elsewhere, doing copious 
drugs and generally being 
fabulous. Money came from 
tricks, stage shows and her 
ability to “work it till the 
end.” 

Although Chrysis and her 
pals offer their opinions, the 
film mostly leaves to the 
viewer any conclusions about 
what her life meant. Because 
she died of cancer induced by 
the wax, silicone and hor¬ 
mones she used to alter her 
appearance, one implicit ques¬ 
tion the documentary raises 
has to do with the interplay 
between the physical and the 
mental/spiritual in the con¬ 
struction — and reconstruction 
— of gender. Chrysis’ philoso¬ 
phy was that the world will 
be saved “when we realize 
that there is nothing to trans¬ 
form or be saved from.” 
Whether she lived by this 
maxim herself is Split’s unre¬ 
solved riddle. ▼

John Greyson's 'Zero Patience' 

Ground Zero

A s an AIDS movie, 
Zero Patience has 
everything that 
Philadelphia doesn’t: 
a diverse cast, a political 
edge, and explicit sexuality. 
But then Zero Patience is 
hardly a typical AIDS film. It 
deflects blame instead of plac¬ 
ing it, features empowered 
queers instead of patronizing 
straight people, and brings a 
gay man back to life instead 
of watching him die. Most sig¬ 
nificantly, however, Zero Pa¬ 
tience is different because it 
is not a tearjerking melodra¬ 
ma; it is a wry sardonic, wit¬ 
ty, musical comedy. 

Writer and director John 
Greyson bases his film on a 
surreal and bizarre premise. 
Victorian sexual anthropolo¬ 
gist Sir Richard Burton has 
become immortal, and is cur¬ 
rently working as a taxider¬ 
mist for Toronto’s Natural 
History Museum. While he is 
researching a new “Hall of 
Contagion” exhibit, Burton 
decides to focus on Patient 
Zero, subject of an early 
AIDS survey that purports to 
show how the virus was sex¬ 
ually transmitted. Zero, as he 
is known in the film, comes 


back as a ghost to tell his side 
of the story and convinces 
Burton — the only person who 
can see him — that he was not 
to blame for bringing the epi¬ 
demic to North America and 
intentionally infecting hun¬ 
dreds, as Burton assumes. 

The conflicts are deep as 
the two men get to know

each other. Burton is dead set 
on assigning blame in his ex¬ 
hibit, pushing aside questions 
of scientific validity to pin the 
plague on Zero; “Our culture 
of certainty will banish every 
doubt,” he sings while outlin¬ 
ing his motivation for the pro¬ 
ject. Zero, meanwhile, wants 
only to stop the smear cam¬ 
paign against him and come 
alive again: “Make me ap¬ 
pear,” he pleads. By the time 
each man realizes that his 
original desires are misdirect¬ 
ed, the two foes have already 


fallen in love. 

The music, redolent of 
pop idioms, carries the story 
along nicely, as the tale ex¬ 
pands to include ACT-UP 
demonstrations, media ex¬ 
ploitation, and ill friends. 
“Tell a Story” both opens and 
closes the film, and sums up 
the tale succinctly: “Tell a sto¬ 
ry of a virus, of greed, ambi¬ 
tion and fraud, a case of sci¬ 
ence gone bad. Tell a tale of 
friends we miss, a tale that’s 
cruel and sad.” 

Somehow, even in the 
midst of an improbable fable, 
Greyson manages to keep a 
firm grip on reality while gen¬ 
erally avoiding polemic. He 
breaks up heavy political 
scenes with comic relief. A 
song about bathhouse eti¬ 
quette (“Grab your basket 
‘cause you’re going shop¬ 
ping...”) sets a light tone early 
in the film, and when the plot 
sags a bit in the middle, the 
outrageous “Butthole Duet” 
buoys the story by cramming 
a frank discussion of anal sex 
into a hilarious two-minute 
clip that’s like nothing ever 
seen on the big screen. 

While some of the songs 
are merely serviceable, a 
handful are noteworthy. The 
sound quality is surprisingly 


good, and the same is true of 
the entire film. Performances 
are generally solid, including 
a brief but memorable ap¬ 
pearance by the late Michael 
Callen as Miss HIV, the virus 
soprano. 

In the small but growing 
genre of AIDS films, Zero 
Patience is a unique and wel¬ 
come addition. It tackles polit¬ 
ical issues head-on, does not 
take itself too seriously, and 
weaves a sweet and relevant 
story out of a surreal sce¬ 
nario. Most of all, it accom¬ 
plishes what no AIDS film 
has ever done: it replaces the 
audience’s weeping with 


whistling, its tears of sadness 
with tears of laughter. ▼

Film Festival because she 
didn’t know which movies 
were good and she “didn’t 
want to just go see any 
movie.” Had she completely 
missed the point? No, because 
from behind the counter on 
Castro Street, she said she 
had a good view of the babe 
parade — so she’d gotten that 
part right. And maybe her 
voyeurism runs to the poten¬ 
tially interactive. 

While her frugal aesthetic 
makes sense when confronted 
with Hollywood’s mass-mar¬ 
keting juggernaut, it seems 
less than realistic when ap¬ 
plied to lesbian and gay films, 
made by and presented for 
lesbians and gays. Besides of¬ 
fering films not otherwise vis¬ 
ible, the festival constitutes a 
one-of-a-kind context in which 
to view them. This is as inter¬ 
active as films ever get: since 
queer is in the eye of the be¬ 
holder, films actually change 
before our very eyes by dint 
of the erotic imaginations at 
work in the audience. Movie¬ 
going becomes a spectator 
sport. The subversive 
dyke/fag readings we have 
had to practice alone, in the 
dark, feeling all turned-on 
with nowhere to go, are sud¬ 
denly out in the open and 
shared. Shared, they snow¬ 
ball. Critical mass is achieved 
when the audience’s imagina¬ 
tion leaps beyond the hetero¬ 
sexist, homophobic and 
misogynist so-called real 
world and we can actually 
feel the rainbow. 


Dyke classic 

The screening of the soon- 
to-be lesbian classic Go Fish, 
unleashed that sense of alter¬ 
native reality: the world was 
suddenly a dyke address, no 
longer closeted inside individ¬ 
ual heads, but out in the 
open, palpable, a pervasive 
phenomenon susceptible to 
shared perception. The excite¬ 
ment engendered by the faith¬ 
ful mirror that is Go Fish 
spilled out onto the street, 
around the block, down to the 
Cafe and went, “Yes, yes, yes, 
yes, yes!” all the way home. 

Whereas Go Fish is out of 
the closet and incontrovert¬ 
ible lesbian, other films re¬ 
quire a more imaginative, 
over-the-top, queer reconstruc¬ 


tionist reading in order to de¬ 
liver their latent, albeit bla¬ 
tant, homosexual goods. A 
trio of archival films: I Don’t 
Want To Be A Man (1919), 
Calamity Jane (1953) and 
Homicidal (1961) provided a 
feast of Pl'M cross-dressing 
and a strong but unspoken 
feminist line for those daring 
attendees ready to see 
through the films’ obligatory, 
but remarkably flimsy, het¬ 
erosexist alibis. 

I Don’t Want To Be A 
Man is an adorable German 
silent directed by Ernst Lu- 
bitsch, one of ’30s Holly¬ 
wood’s most urbane directors. 
The film’s enduring charm 
owes everything to the unself¬ 
conscious gusto with which 
Ossi Oswalda attacks her for¬ 
ay into male drag. After try¬ 
ing cards, cigarettes and 
liquor, our heroine — or shero 
— goes out and buys herself a 
tuxedo. Exercising the free¬ 
doms afforded by her appar¬ 
ent gender, she goes to a 
nightclub, does her share of 
flirting with the ladies and 
meets her heretofore moralis¬ 
tic guardian. She goes on a 
bender (in every sense of the 
word) with him, even sharing 
a hansom cab ride home, dur¬ 
ing which the guardian kisses 
and hugs this person he 
thinks is a guy! The two main 
characters’ queer proclivities 
thus thoroughly expressed, 
the film finishes on a 
straighter note, with Ossi’s in- 
tertitled declaration that she 
doesn’t want to be a man, 
since that would preclude 
making love with her 
“guardian.” The film’s presen¬ 
tation, in collaboration with 
The Silent Film Festival, fea¬ 
tured a customized organ 


recital which literally pulled 
out all the stops and a live 
reading of the intertitles by 
that fabulous drag (dressed as 
a boy) king, Elvis Herselvis. 

Calamity Doris 

The audience hissed the 
pro-Custer, anti-Native Amer¬ 
ican sentiments occasionally 
espoused by Calamity Jane,

an otherwise superbly cross- 
dressed musical hoot. An an¬ 
swer to the more convention¬ 
ally straight Annie Get Your 
Gun, the film is a series of 
variations on the themes of 
identity, false identity, imper¬ 


sonation, drag, sex roles and 
(mis)representation. Doris 
Day, as Calamity, is a gor¬ 
geous, long-legged, buck¬ 
skinned butch who cusses, 
shoots, whips, slaps and 
scowls her way through most 
of the film. When she finally 
meets “a real lady” — i.e., a 
femme — they set up house to¬ 
gether, transforming Calami¬ 
ty’s buckboard cabin into a 
ginghamed paradise. The cen¬ 
tral fact of their living togeth¬ 
er remains the heart of the 
film. With well-timed hisses 
and yeehahs, the audience ex¬ 
pressed its disdain for all at¬ 
tempts to get Calamity out of 
male drag into female drag, 
and was equally appreciative 
of the two women’s passion¬ 
ate loyalty to one another. 
When the women are paired 
off with male suitors, the au¬ 
dience simply overrode this 
heterosexist veto of all that 
gender-bending fun, so we 
left the theater knowing who 
really loved whom. Too bad 
there were no chronological 
children at this edifyingly 
queer kiddie matinee. 


Homicidal 

William Castle’s Homici¬ 
dal, a sick and twisted send- 
up of gender disphoria, puts 
the pre-op back into prepos¬ 
terous, while pushing some 
Hitchcockian cliches to im¬ 
probable conclusions. A 
freeze-dried blonde with an 
unfathomable fury (shades of 
Tippi Hedren), anti-heroine 
Emily multiply penetrates a 
justice of the peace with a 
surgeon’s knife, rips up a 
wedding wreath and sends 
several pairs of ceramic 
brides and grooms crashing 
to the floor of a florist’s shop. 
What gives? What early psy¬ 
chological trauma is poor 
Emily acting out? You’ll nev¬ 
er guess: Emily was forced by 
her money-grubbing mother 
to be a cross-dresser! Yes. In 
order to inherit the estate of 
her millionaire father, who 
had to have a male offspring, 
Emily was passed off as War¬ 
ren and forced to squelch her 
propensity for playing with 
dolls! She’s never forgiven the 
patriarchy or possibly herself, 
so right before she’s to come 
into all that dough, she’s self- 
destructively obliterating the 
traces, thereby calling atten¬ 
tion to them. The film is less 
concerned with the suspen¬ 
sion of its audience’s disbelief 
in this outlandish scenario 
than the changes to be wrung 
by having actress Jean Arless 
play both Emily and her male 
counterpart, Warren. Scram¬ 
bling the classic Psycho 
dress-to-kill scenario, Emily 
does the fictive Warren’s 
killing for him in her biolog- 
ically-correct gender, although 
it’s Warren who rips Emily’s 
wig from his/her head in the 
film’s climactic scene. Unless, 
of course, Emily did have 
some surgical adjustments 
done in Denmark, in which 
case things are even more 
convoluted. In any case, the 
rigidly fixed Kennedy-era sex 
roles, reflected in the taut 
playing style, cry out to be 
transgendered. And the audi¬ 
ence, MTF, FTM, lesbian, 
gay, bi and undeclared alike, 
cried out for more.

Wayne Corbitt and Justin Chin Discourse on Racism, Art and Culture 

Their Difference is Divine

P ride Week came ear¬ 
ly in San Francisco 
this year to accom¬ 
modate those with 
plans for Stonewall 25 and 
Gay Games in New York. 
Shore to shore, this wave of 
events has encompassed all 
forms of gayness imaginable. 
Take, for instance, last week’s 
queer cabaret at the Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts 
called “The Difference is Di¬ 
vine.” The line-up for the 
three-night cabaret included 
eleven performers who ran 
the gamut, from solo comedi¬ 
an Marilyn Pittman to odd 
but well-matched collabora¬ 
tions between artists the likes 
of Keith Hennessy and the 
931 Cloggers. 

Of particular interest was 
a collaboration between 
Wayne Corbitt and Justin 
Chin. Serious in tone, their 
work spoke of personal expe¬ 
riences that described inti¬ 
mate features of our commu¬ 
nity, how it digests issues of 
racial differences within the 
context of an ongoing politi¬ 
cal struggle and how cosmetic 
reflections are measured 
against the subculture’s 
broader potential. 

The following discussion 
with Justin and Wayne re¬ 
flects more contention than 
contentment about differ¬ 
ences in our gay mecca, but 
does so in the form of each 
artist offering a picture of 
what the queer community 
could look like. 




Elliot Linwood: What are 
your thoughts about collabo¬ 
rating with each other? 

Wayne Corbitt: I liked the 
idea of the physical contrast 
between us, the ethnic con¬ 
trast, and that Justin wasn’t 
white. I liked the fact that 
they put the two colored fags 
together. 


EL: Each of you use a per¬ 
formance style that appears 
autobiographical, which 
leads the audience to feel 
secure in thinking it knows 
who you are, but then you 
switch the details to alter¬ 
nate equally believable ver¬ 
sions of yourself as a paral¬ 
lel configuration of who you 
might also be. 

Justin Chin: I feel like I 
have to do that every time be¬ 
cause of the horrible tendency 
toward a big flashing neon 
sign over my head that reads 
“authentic gay Asian experi¬ 
ence.” My work cannot easily 
be explained, especially to a 
closure since that would total¬ 
ly ignore the work by reduc¬ 
ing it to the vision of the per¬ 
son who stands in front of the 
audience. Often the parame¬ 
ters of talking about this 
work or its meaning stops af¬ 
ter people digest their idea of 
gay Asian. Many of these 
strategies are used more out 
of necessity than anything 
else. But of course it is also 
fun to screw around with peo¬ 
ple’s minds and preconcep¬ 
tions.

WC: It’s important for me 
not to be invisible. Many prej¬ 
udices come from people not 
knowing each other. If you 
don’t know anybody who is 
gay or has AIDS then they 
can remain at a safe distance. 


EL: This introduces the dis¬ 
tinction between authorship 
and authority. In collabora¬ 
tion you both close with the 
chant, “I am one,” not “We 
are one,” with the authority 
to speak only for yourself; 
for all the dynamic and con¬ 
flicting qualities of yourself 
— since no one else has the 
authority to speak for you. 

JC: Of course various peo¬ 
ple will always see different 
bits of themselves in this kind 
of work, either as supportive 
of themselves or as a negation 
of who they are. You can al¬ 
ways tell when the material 
hits them. As a performer 
you can physically see when 
it occurs. 

WC: And our combination 
has been very, very interest¬ 
ing. 


EL: Where do you see your 
reflection within the gay 
subculture? 

WC: I’m not included in 
many ways. I don’t have the 
pecs of death, or the physical 
image of what is hot. I’m also 
excluded because of my race: 
I once said ‘It’s OK to be 
Black, but not OK to be too 
black’ and, in the Black com¬ 
munity, it’s OK to be gay, just 
don’t say it out loud. I do 
both, out of rebellion. 

JC: I’ve felt in the Castro 
most people can only tolerate 
Asians if they’re giving you 
your take-out or your laundry. 
Outside of that I feel Asians 
in the Castro try very hard to 
blend in. So identities form 
around activities like shop¬ 
ping at Macy’s instead of any 
ethnic bonds. 


EL: Do you find multicul- 
turalism sometimes to be a 
wind-up toy? 

JC: I was a little hedgy that 
the two most visible persons 
of color were put together for 
the show. What did we call it 
at first? 

WC: The divine angry col¬ 
ored fag thing. But I took it as 
an opportunity to spout off 
because the gay community 
in SF is sooooo white, com¬ 


pared to say Paris, where I’ve 
recently been. 

JC: Part of my work is try¬ 
ing to find where I fit in, and 
the answers haven’t always 
been the greatest. I’ve always 
believed in alliances by affin¬ 
ity instead of identity or eth¬ 
nicity. This, however, doesn’t

always work either. 

WC: I have an antagonism 
with the Black community be¬ 
cause you can’t be an individ¬ 
ual beyond a certain point, 
otherwise you’re an outcast. 
The phrase ‘I am one’ in our 
piece means I don’t represent 
anything but me, and here’s a 


list of some of the things I 
am. 

JC: In the context of the 
month of Stonewall, many of 
us would like to believe in a 
huge Disneyland of queerness 
where we can hop from one 
magic kingdom to the next.

EL: But you are embedded 
within this wall of activity 
nonetheless. 


JC: Of course. 

WC: I don’t want to “dis” 
the community so much. It’s 
a whole lot better here than it 
was where I grew up in Indi¬ 
anapolis. My first parade in 
SF was like paradise. Even 
though I have problems with 
the community, there is no 


way you could do that at 
[have a gay parade] high noon 
on Sunday back there and not 
get arrested. Nonetheless, if 
you are a hyphenated or 
mixed anything you’ve got a 
double whammy to cope 
with. 

EL: Do you think in SF you 
may be preaching to the 
converted? 

WC: No. I think some peo¬ 
ple are going to be frankly of¬ 
fended by our work. And 
they ought to be and think 
about why. 

JC: It’s the old “Why can’t 
we all just get along” thing. 

WC: We are merely claim¬ 
ing our right to be different 
without whining. 

EL: How exactly did your 
collaboration work? 

JC: We began writing 
about who we were. 

WC: As we got into it, I 
phoned Justin and said my 
piece was turning out to be 
about racism within the gay 
community. Then we arrived 
with two separate pieces re¬ 
lated to this issue and got 
some scissors and a glue stick 
and put it together. 

JC: It took about two good 
sessions together, maybe a 
week to finish. When you be¬ 
gin to understand each other’s 
differences the process of 
working together becomes 
smooth, swift and powerful.

Claire Chafee's 'Even Among These Rocks' 

Trying to Connect 


by John F. Karr 

T hings we didn’t know 
until afterward: Even 
Among These Rocks 
is actually Claire 
Chafee’s first play, written 
but not performed before the 
smash success last year of her 
breakthrough play, Why We 
Have A Body. Much less in¬ 
volving than Body and not as 
fluidly written, Even Among 
These Rocks lets us see 
where Chafee has come from, 
instead of pointing to where 
she’s going. Had I known this 
before I saw the show, I 
might have had less resis¬ 
tance to its sketchy nature 
and minimal revelation, traits 
amplified by director David 
Schweizer’s languid produc¬ 
tion. I could instead have 
yielded to Chafee’s thoughtful 
concerns and nimble lan¬ 
guage from the start, instead 
of waiting for the second act’s 
pathos to thaw my heart. 

Even Among These Rocks 
explores our efforts to con¬ 
nect, even as we’re sabotaged 
by the emotional numbness 
brought on by life during a 
plague. The play focuses on 
three 30ish lesbians — a travel 
agent, a painter and one unde¬ 
cided. Their romantic entan¬ 
glements show them eager, 
yet unable, to commit. Main¬ 
taining a moment’s balance is 
an impossible dream. 

The play is rich in themes 
and issues: passion, love, 
friendship, commitment, 
death. But the issues are

merely named, not developed. 
They are signposts along a 
highway; we take each one in 
as it passes, chuckling over its 
ironic and lucid epigram, 
wincing at the precise depic¬ 
tion of our pain. But our in¬ 
volvement is slight. 

More perturbing, we just 
don’t know enough about any 
of the characters, except for a 
nurse (the luminous Frances 
Lee McCain) who gets to ex¬ 
plain everything. The three 
women are not developed 
enough to make the play co¬ 
hesive. Indeed, there wouldn’t 
be a play at all unless Chafee 
had added a gay man dying 
of AIDS whom the women 
are caring for. This is so emo¬ 
tionally loaded that it’s almost 
an unfair tactic; Maxwell 
(played with virtuosic control 
by John Balma) goes from 
funny, sardonic gay man to 
dying, sardonic gay man sim¬ 
ply by revealing he’s taking 
AZT — and our sympathies go 
into overdrive. I was a goner 
the moment they wheeled in 
the gurney. 

It’s strange that only the 
potent image of an AIDS 
death can bind together the 
elements of Chafee’s play. 
But, as it does in our lives, 
this specter of death over¬ 
shadows all the other ele¬ 
ments here. 

Post-modern kind of thing 

Even Among These Rocks 
is one of those post-modern 
fragmented things, where 
characters irritatingly explain 
themselves by addressing the 
audience in mini stand-up 
routines and where tradition¬ 
al structure is jettisoned in fa¬ 
vor of a terse pointillism. 


There is also little plot and 
character development. Direc¬ 
tor David Schweizer has set a 
lethargic pace. What could be 
a tight 90-minute one act 
takes two hours (with inter¬ 
mission). 

Gay talk is sparring, with 
information wrapped in parry 
and thrust. Although Chafee 
has written that kind of gay 
talk, Schweizer has denatured 
it. His work is earnest, preg¬ 
nant with meaning and curi¬ 
ously enervated. There are a 
lot more laughs here than he 
knows. 

What’s left? Chafee’s keen 
observation and her expres¬ 
sive language. Both are sub¬ 
stantial prizes. Although the 
play’s events become pre¬ 
dictable, Chafee’s dialogue is 
full of surprises; it has fresh¬ 
ness and insight, wit and is of¬ 
ten highly evocative. In one 
touching speech, we’re told 
the tempestuous F.K. (Kath¬ 
leen Turco-Lyon) has affairs 
because they summon hope. 
She doesn’t mourn her lover 
when the affair is over, but 
the loss of hope. 

And there are a handful of 
wonderful fairy tales the 
women make up. As haunting 
as memory, the tales hum 
their hopeful and mysterious 
meanings long after the play’s 
profusely scattered metaphors 
have dropped in exhaustion. 

Even Among These Rocks 
is a quiet, elegiac play in 
which we mourn past deaths 
and future loves. And finally, 
some credit to the women for 
making out that looks like 
making out. ▼

'Airport Music' 


A Tale of Two 
Immigrants

A t the Berkeley Reper¬ 
tory Theater, play¬ 
wright/performer Jes¬ 
sica Hagedorn and 
Han Ong take up the themes 
of immigration and “the sad 
jazz of displacement” with 
their collaborative work Air¬ 
port Music. Above their 
heads, slides of Catholic icons 
flash on a screen. But these 


days instead of Jesus and the 
angels, the santos are Adidas 
shoes and Philippine Air 
Lines; and paradise becomes 
America, “the discount coun¬ 
try to end all discount coun¬ 
tries.” 

Both written and per¬ 
formed by Hagedorn (author 
of the novel Dogeaters) and 
Ong (writer of the play Rea¬ 
sons to Live), this is not tradi-

productions. Sophie Tread¬ 
well’s 1928 feminist polemic 
Machinal has been dusted off 
and given a nicely realized, if 
ultimately unsuccessful inter¬ 
pretation by the Actors The¬ 
atre, and gay playwright 
Craig (Prelude to a Kiss ) Lu¬ 
cas’ 1983 comedy Reckless 
about a woman fleeing her 
murderous husband suffers 
from its low-budget, low-con¬ 
cept treatment but eventually 
yields small triumphs in the 
performances of its able cast. 

Following in the footsteps 
of Eugene O’Neill’s 1922 play 
The Hairy Ape and Bertolt 
Brecht’s Baal, Treadwell’s 
Machinal (pronounced mock- 
en-AHL or MASH-en-ol de¬ 
pending on which dramaturg 
you care to believe) is a fasci¬ 
nating account of one wom¬ 
an’s downward spiral through 
the mechanical, male-domi¬ 
nated horrors of American in¬ 
dustrial society. The protago¬ 
nist, called simply, “young 
woman,” begins her profes¬ 
sional life as a secretary in a 
monotonous office, then be¬ 
comes the terrified wife of 
the lecherous boss, then an 
unwilling mother, then an 
adulteress, then a murderer 
and, finally, a victim of the 
electric chair. 

It’s an ugly story told in an 
ugly way. Michele Tedeschi’s 
set is steely, cold and abstract 
while co-directors Chris 
Phillips and Catherine Castel¬ 
lanos create a dominant tone 
of relentless oppression. Un¬ 
der the steady hand of their 
directors, the 11-member cast 
succeeds in maintaining the 
surreal, robotic non-emotion 
that serves to highlight Tread¬ 
well’s hard-to-deliver, often 
poetic dialogue. 

Where the play does not 
fully succeed is in its effort to 
distance the audience, which 
is one of the bench marks of 
symbolic expressionism. 
Machinal never achieves the 
requisite intensity because the 
audience can’t get far enough 
away from the action to intel- 
lectualize the play as much as 
we need to. 

The problem with The Ac¬ 
tors Theatre Machinal is 
largely physical. The tiny Sut¬ 
ter Street stage is just too 
small and the audience is too 
close to the action. The pro¬ 
duction is better suited to one 
of those cavernous South of 
Market theater spaces. To 


Reckless at the Phoenix The¬ 
ater also suffers from a phys¬ 
ical malady: a case of Termi¬ 
nal Bad Set. Horribly de¬ 
signed, badly painted and a 
hindrance to the actors, Steve 
Coleman’s set is the biggest li¬ 
ability in an otherwise charm¬ 
ing, thoughtful play. 

Given her set’s intrusive 
presence, director Chandru 
Murthi . would have done 
better to scrap the unwieldy 
two-story construction and let 
her actors work on a bare 
stage as this production’s 
greatest asset is its able, fun¬ 
ny cast. 

As Rachel, the main char¬ 
acter who flees her home on 
Christmas Eve after learning 
her husband has hired a hit 
man to kill her, Linda Ayres- 
Frederick (who also served as 
producer and should have 
done something about the set) 
is all aquiver with nervous en¬ 
ergy and good cheer. Left out 
in the snow at a gas station 
and wearing nothing but her 
nightgown and bathrobe, the 
terrified but unflappable 
Rachel succumbs to the kind¬ 
ness of passing motorist 
Lloyd (Tim Lockfield), who 
takes Rachel home to share 
Christmas at his home with 
his deaf, wheelchair-bound 
wife Pooty (Michaela Gree¬ 
ley). This is only the begin¬ 
ning of Rachel’s manic jour¬ 
ney through many identities 
and situations. Like the pro¬ 
tagonist in Machinal, 
Rachel’s downward spiral 
leads her through murder, 
failed relationships and ulti¬ 
mate despondency. Towards 
the end of the play Rachel is 
a mute, unresponsive home¬ 
less woman living in a shel¬ 
ter. But Lucas is more of an 
optimist than Machinal’s 
Treadwell. Rachel is pulled 
from her private hell when 
she’s nearly killed by a 
masked gunman while attend¬ 
ing the taping of a talk show. 

In Lucas’ world, no one is 
what he or she seems, every¬ 
one is hiding dark secrets and 
the crazier the action, the 
more amusing and more emo¬ 
tionally true his characters be¬ 
come. The play loses itself in 
the chaos two-thirds of the 
way through but recovers 
nicely by the end. 

It’s funny to think that the 
66-year-old, still potent 
Machinal will go down in 
history as one of the first fem-

doesn’t interfere with their 
own lives; a dyke (Elisabeth 
Rose) in overalls complete 
with tool belt; a leather afi¬ 
cionado (Tony Sanders) who 
illustrates children’s books; a 
neurotic, guilt-ridden Catholic 
(Frank Scherer) and his dull 
friend (Arthur Hassall); two 
pseudo-intellectual political 
wanna-bes (Scott Ragle and 
Charles Blackburn); a smarmy 
bar owner (Antonio Aldaron- 
do); the innocent eager to lose 
his innocence (Mark Duane); 
an undercover cop (John Fer- 
raria) who enjoys the sex and 
hustling as much as making 
arrests; and others. The char¬ 
acters, 14 in all, connect and 
disconnect on Christopher 
Street, again and again, as 
Wilson moves his audience to 
the actual raid and its after- 
math at Stonewall. 

Wilson is one of those 
playwrights credited with 
ushering in the off-Broadway 
movement. The plays of the 
early to mid^Os had an ur¬ 
gency and raw energy to 
them, and what they lacked 
in maturity of voice and style, 
they made up for in ideas. 
However, Wilson appears to 
be stuck in that time. For all 
of his raw creativity, he lacks 
organization and depth. A 
group of character types that

tional theater. They aren’t in¬ 
venting characters and plots 
so much as translating a kind 
of experience into words, the 
way good poetry does: in this 
case, the experience of leav¬ 
ing home in search of a better 
life. And like music, it states 
themes and repeats them 
with twists and variations. 
The writing of Airport Music 
is often beautifully concise, 
and Han Ong’s stylized deliv¬ 
ery oddly accentuates the nat¬ 
ural rhythm of speech. In fact, 
the added dimension of mean¬ 
ing provided by Ong’s vocal 
style is, by itself, the reason 
for seeing a live performance. 

While Ong relates more 
personal moments on Kevin 
Adam’s colorful but sparse 
set — consisting merely of a 
long row of chairs, much like 
those in airport waiting 
lounges — Hagedorn gives us 
the big picture by telling us 
her version of history. “Un¬ 
like Columbus, Magellan gets 
dissed: ambushed, decapitat¬ 
ed, [his head] lopped off by 
the tribal chieftain, Lapu 
Lapu.” Shoes also play a re¬ 
current role in this piece. Af¬ 
ter all, when most people 
think of the Philippines they 
think about Imelda Marcos’ 
shoes. But here, shoes be¬ 
come a metaphor for travel¬ 
ing, not staying home. 

Both Jessica Hagedorn and 
Han Ong were born in the 
Philippines. Hagedorn came 


we already know conversing, 
bickering and cruising do not 
a play make. 

Cynthia Lynn Hussey’s di¬ 
rection is no help. Rather 
than forming Wilson’s types 
into a cohesive whole, she lets 
them stumble around at ran¬ 
dom. Their only purpose 
seems to be to present the 
spectrum of people who 
made up the gay community 
before Stonewall, which is re¬ 
ally not so different from the 
gay community today. 

Even the variable level of 
acting — and there are some 
good actors here — belies the 
immaturity of the play. Why 
be more than a stereotype 
when you’re not given any¬ 
thing to do? 

Street Theater is just a lit¬ 
tle too prefabricated and arti¬ 
ficial for me. In our time, in 
our community, we don’t 
need to see that there were 
(and are) all kinds of gays and 
lesbians. We know that. We 
want to see the human beings 
beneath those trappings, 
which, unfortunately, we only 
get too short glimpses of here.

to San Francisco in 1963. Her 
novel Dogeaters received a 
nomination for the National 
Book Award for fiction. She 
also edited the Viking Pen¬ 
guin anthology Charlie Chan 
is Dead, an excellent collec¬ 
tion of writing by Asian 
Americans of many ages and 
backgrounds.

Doric Wilson's 'StreetTheater'

I n Street Theater, cur¬ 
rently at Theatre Rhi¬ 
no’s studio, playwright 
Doric Wilson looks back 
at June 27, 1969 — not at the 
actual event we are currently 
celebrating but at the people 
before the event. If the play 
chronicles real time, it begins 
about two hours before the 
raid on the Stonewall bar, 
where an assortment of gay 
types prowl the streets, basi¬ 
cally looking for sex. 

They are all here: two 
splendid drag queens (’Drew 
Todd and Ross Hanna) 
mourning the death of Judy 
Garland just so long as it 
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Duberman provides the first 
fine essay, followed by a 
month-by-month timeline, 
News Focus on police raids 
and reprinted articles on 
spending “A Night at the Hol¬ 
lywood Jail.” Plus there are 
pictures of the bare-it-all win¬ 
ner of the Groovy Guy con¬ 
test, posters from a Pat Rocco 
soft-core classic, and a quote 
on Yukio Mishima by

Christopher Isherwood. 

The mini-essay accompa¬ 
nying 1969, by lesbian femi¬ 
nist Lillian Faderman, ends 
with the appropriate com¬ 
plaint that there were virtual¬ 
ly no women in a journal that 
now billed itself as “The 
Newspaper of America’s Ho- 
mophile Community.” The 
June timeline, for instance, 
starts with gay rioting at 
Stonewall and ends with the 
removal of the fig leaf from 
the statue of David at Forest 
Lawn Cemetery! One article 
covers hustlers accused in Ra¬ 
mon Novarro’s lurid murder. 

The growth of the Gay Lib 
movement is the topic of 
1970, but the real highlight of 
the year was apparently Lib- 
erace, whose picture is cap¬ 
tioned with: “I’ve no intention 
of making a change to playing 
with an acid rock band.

W hile cruising the 
bookstores you 
may have seen it. 
It’s big (9 inches 
or 11 inches, depending on 
which way you measure) and 
colorful, and stands out in a 
crowd.

“theoretical differences result¬ 
ed in its fracture,” but there 
are no details of the tragic 
red-baiting of Hay. 

But by 1967-68, where the 
main course begins, the meat 
and potatoes of memory 
crowd each chapter’s platter. 
Stonewall historian Martin 


The Advocate included this 
choice quote: “I will not be 
your ‘nigger’ any longer. Nor 
was I ever your mother. 
Those were stultifying roles 
you laid on me, and I shall no 
longer concern myself with 
your toilet training.” 

As seen in the four exam¬ 
ples of The Advocate covers 
accompanying each chapter, 
images of skinny, naked gay 
men and glamorous drag 
queens segued by 1971 into 
crotch shots and beefcake. 
This makes sense, since it 


was the pro-feminist and ef- 
feminist gay liberation move¬ 
ment, ironically, that opened 
up “space” for all of us gay 
boys to act like men for one 
another. 

Twenty-one more years 
follow. Somewhere in these 
pages you will be able to lo¬ 
cate yourself. Highlights for 
me include Anita Bryant with 
pie on her face on national 
TV, and Gore Vidal outing 
boyfucker Cardinal Spellman 
who feels safe since, “Who 
would believe it?” (both in 
1977). Then there are Danny 
Nicoletta’s revealing photos of 


Harvey (1978), along with two 
bland articles on Milk, who 
was never bland. Plus an arti¬ 
cle on James Baldwin quoting 
his comments on Bette Davis’ 
eyes (1986), and some great 
writing by Masha Gessen on 
“going home,” with Marc 
Geller’s amazing photo of a 
kiss-in in Moscow (1991). 

You’re sure to find some¬ 
thing in this book worth 
checking out, whether you 
choose merely to cruise it on 
the shelf, or to fork over the 
mere $40 St. Martin’s Press 
requires to take it home. ▼ 


movement, entitled Long 
Road to Freedom. 

It looks like the coffee- 
table tome it was designed to 
be, but reads like pop history 
— mini-essays by a wide range 
of gay or lesbian journalists, 
movement activists and 
his/her/storians. The book 
was edited by Mark Thomp¬ 
son, an Advocate editor and 
arts and culture maven. The 
uncluttered, inclusive design 
of the book is the work of 
Deborah Daly. 

Thompson, in a talk at A 
Different Light, recognized 
that The Advocate has usual¬ 
ly inspired mixed feelings. “It 
has always been controver¬ 
sial, and it has certainly been 
controversial with me. I’ve 
wondered sometimes why 
I’ve stuck with it. But for all 
its sins of omission, or com¬ 
mission, it has turned out to 
be the magazine of record.” 
He chronicles this history, 
starting from the earliest days 
when it was a liberation rag 
printed clandestinely in the 
basement of ABC headquar¬ 
ters (and sold for 25 cents in 
the bars) up to its regal status 
as the first gay mag to go na¬ 
tional and glossy. 

Along the way, he admits, 
the journal’s “pitch could 
range from sage to shrill, and 
later, some claimed, to cur¬ 
mudgeonly and somber, out 
of touch and asleep even to 
the sound of its own noise. 
But over the years the publi¬ 
cation has displayed a rare ca¬ 
pacity for self-reinvention, 
much like the people it 
serves.” 

Thompson continues this 
process in his overview. He 
allows that the magazine was 
afraid to mention AIDS in the 
disease’s early years, and cops 
to the quirks of ex-publisher 
David Goodstein and ex-edi¬ 
tor Richard Rouilard, but 
without much real dishing. 
He comments on the found¬ 
ing of the Mattachine Society 
by Harry Hay, Rudy Gernre- 
ich (later topless designer) and 
lesbo photographer Ruth 
Bernhard, who tells us that

ay Games IV began 
officially last week 
in New York with 
the breaking of two 
records in track. It was 
the start of an eight-day 
week of Olympic-style athletic 
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competition, attracting over 
10,400 athletes who competed 
in such sports as soccer, table 
tennis, tennis, powerlifting, 
and fast- and slow-pitch soft- 
ball. 

At 7:20, 40 minutes late, 
the opening ceremonies be¬ 
gan rather low-key, but soon 
soared and never switched di¬ 
rection. The cheesy opening 
was due to The Big Apple 
Corps, New York City’s gay 
and lesbian marching band. 
As they brassed out songs 
such as “On Broadway” and 
“Under the Boardwalk” — 
which have little gay context 
— and such numbers as 
“YMCA” and “Over the Rain¬ 
bow” — which have lots — ba¬ 
ton twirlers, with the excep¬ 
tion of one talented older 
woman, dropped their batons 
repeatedly. Also, one fellow 
in white tights with some¬ 
thing flowing around his 
waist, did amateurish balletic 
posturing that made Isadora 
Duncan look butch and Judd 
Nelson appear talented. He 
was followed by a group of 
uncoordinated men and wom¬ 
en who ran back and forth 
with different colored flags. It 
was unfunny, unclassy, and 
not a way to open a festival in 
which the gay community 
wanted the whole world to be 
watching. 

International assembly 

The good-natured crowds 
that packed the bleachers 
were filled with representa¬ 
tives from around the world, 
plus reporters from both the 
gay and straight media (e.g. 
Newsday’s Jonathan Mandell, 
Gay Cable Network’s Lou 
Maletta), and even reps from 
the Maury Povich Show. 
Some recognizables included 
Jonathan Katz, author of “Gay 
American History,” Andy 
Humm, co-host of a political 
talk show on PBS, and Tom 
Duanne, an openly gay politi¬ 
cian who has been billed as 
the first politico in our coun¬ 
try to admit he is HIV-posi¬ 
tive. Larry Blagg, an antique 
dealer from Los Angeles who 
is far less known, was also 
there buying up buttons and 
other souvenirs for his 25- 
year-old collection of gay 
memorabilia. 

The first fiasco was quick¬ 
ly followed by the joyous Ur¬ 
ban Prairie Dogs, who were 
joined by dancers from 
around the world. This group 
splendidly line-danced to 
what I believe was a Garth 
Brooks tune. 

Big boos for Rudy 

The show then moved into 
high gear. Kate Clinton and 
Scott Clinton were the hosts 
for the evening. They an¬ 
nounced that in four years 
Gay Games V would be held 
in Amsterdam. Then they in¬ 
troduced Mayor Rudolph Giu¬ 
liani who was loudly booed. 
Even though his administra¬ 
tion intervened to get Yankee 
Stadium for the Games’ clos¬ 
ing ceremonies, the crowd 
could not forget that Giuliani 


had tried to cut AIDS funding 
and that he’d marched in the 
St. Patrick’s Day Parade, a 
festivity from which openly 
gay groups were banned. 

At that point, to a beautiful 
tune composed by Eric 
Schorr, thousands of athletes 
were introduced country by 
country — the Australians in 
beautiful khaki outfits, the 
Danish with their country’s 
flags painted upon their facial 
cheeks, the Dutch with or¬ 
ange umbrellas, Floridians 
with beach balls, Arizonians 
in pink cowboy hats, and the 
festive Germans, some in 
sailor suits, had to win some

sort of prize for really whoop¬ 
ing it up. There were also 
contingents, some as small as 
one, others in the hundreds, 
from the Virgin Islands, Puer¬ 
to Rico, Zimbabwe, Guam, 
France, Austria, Manitoba, 
Belgium, Malaysia, Israel, 
Utah, Latvia, Switzerland, 
Russia, Sweden and Ghana. 

While these and other 
groups were marching in, Ms. 
Clinton announced, “Melissa 
Etheridge, you’re wanted 
backstage. We want to touch 
your frets.” And on a huge 
TV screen, one that was pre¬ 
viously running gay-friendly 
ads from AT&T, there were 
pretaped announcements of 
support for coming out by 
Billy Jean King and former 
Olympic gold medalist Greg 
Louganis. 

Then a truly beautiful 
song, “Jack and Jill,” written 
by John Corigliano and 
William (“As Is”) Hoffman, 
was performed by Barbara 
Cook and the Gay Games IV 
Unity Chorus under the capa¬ 
ble direction of Gary Miller. 

The music was truly su¬ 
perb, and Barbara Cook who 
last added class to the car¬ 
toon, “Hans Christian Ander¬ 
sen’s Thumbelina,” did it here 
again. 

Everybody was there 

The balance of the evening 
was filled with appearances 
by David Kopay, the first pro¬ 
fessional athlete to come out, 
Dave Pallone, the first profes¬ 
sional umpire to publicly ac¬ 
knowledge his homosexuality, 
Joe Steffan who sang the Na¬ 
tional anthem, Lilias White 
who stopped the show by let¬ 
ting loose with “Take the 
Flame” — a new song by 
Henry (“Dreamgirls”) Krieger 
and Bill Russell, plus fine

(Continued from previous page) 
dance pieces choreographed 
by Jerry Mitchell. San Fran¬ 
cisco Mayor Frank Jordan 
with his wife at his side noted 
that “San Francisco gave 
birth to the Gay Olympics’— 
a statement that reminded 
some of us how the Olympics 
Committee had tried to pre¬ 
vent the Gay Games from us¬ 
ing “Olympics” in their title. 
And Judith Light, best known 
for being hunky Tony Dan- 
za’s employer in the series 
“Who’s the Boss?” made one 
of the most powerful speech¬ 
es of the night: “I’m not here 
as a straight woman. I’m here 
as part of a unity,” which 
prompted one man to scream 
out in support, “Go, girl!” 

Other great moments were 
supplied by choreographer 
Bill T. Jones who noted how 
while growing up he repeat¬ 
edly heard the statement, “All 
I have to do is be black and 
die!” He ended his pungent 
performance with “I don’t 
have to do anything now but 
be gay and die!” There was 
also a video tribute to the late 
Gay Games founder Tom 
Waddell, which was followed 
by a moving speech by his 
young daughter. Then Zoe 
Dunning, who’s fighting the 
anti-gay military, led a mo¬ 
ment of silence as she stood 
in front of portions of the 
AIDS quilts. 

The evening ended with 
the lighting of a torch and 
fireworks. The fireworks 
were almost redundant for 
the crowd, which seemed to 
be already glowing from 
within. ▼
